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The Past Is a Foreign Country 


The Chronicle’s first office was above 
Half Price Books and a Jack Brown Cleaners 
on 16th and Lavaca. It was a cavernous 
warehouse space occupied by Sheauxnough 
Studios, a true lost boys 
ragtag artists’ collective, 
veterans of the extraordi¬ 
nary Armadillo World 
Headquarters poster mafia. 

We rented space there 
surrounded by squared-off 
spaces where various artists 
resided. Guy Juke, Danny 
Garrett, and Dale Wilkins 
worked there. Micael Priest 
lived there. Bill Narum 
passed through and Henry 
Gonzales came by. I’m sure there were oth¬ 
ers. All kinds of wild tribal children in 
gypsy rags and would-be buccaneer getups 
wandered through. 

In the middle of this bizarre black come¬ 
dy stage set, we started a paper. Published it 
every other week. We ran out of money 
quickly. Then human flesh, blood, bone, 
and brain was slapdash used as putty to 
hold it together. It was a home to those 
driven mad, we hoped by a purer vision but 
maybe just as often through bad drugs and 
weird circumstances. 

It was amazingly hot many months. 
Deadly during the heat of the summer. The 
story was that they had put air conditioners 
in some of the windows but the landlord’s 
wife thought that unattractive. So they 
were gone and everyone sweated. Who 
knew if this happened. There were so many 
stories. A few of them were true. 

We built an air-conditioned house in the 
middle of the space. A Hansel and Gretel 
weird cottage in the middle of the ware¬ 
house so the typesetting machine could be 
cool so that it would work. Layout was also 
done there. Layout and typesetting 
machines now long gone as the production 
of papers has become all computerized. As 


readership of print media fell and falls. 

We put everything we had into issue after 
issue. Gradually we found readers. Slowly 
we became a part of the community. But 
who noticed at the time? 

□ 

I’m going to stop here. I 
wrote this column for I 
think about 25 years, then 
sputtered to a stop, a few 
last ones spit out as though 
from the exhaust of a car 
slowly coming to a halt. 
There’s more I will weigh in 
on here than memories of 
the past or how the past 
infuses the present. But I’m 
heading there, slowly rolling in that direc¬ 
tion, carefully building up a head of steam. 

Somewhere I have the first anthology of 
stories from The Village Voice. There is a 
piece about the funeral of Joe Gould, who 
famously was or infamously wasn’t writing 
an epic history of the whole world. One of 
the old bohemian running buddies of Joe 
got up to talk about him. First of course he 


had to tell his stories because that’s how 
slackers, beats, and bohos make sense of 
the world. But the audience didn’t have the 
patience to hear him through. 

But I know no other way. More than tell¬ 
ing new readers or reminding old readers of 
who I am, it’s me I’m trying to find. I have 
to write myself there. I’m trying to remind 
myself but also bring the readers along as to 
how the paper you hold in your hands or 
read online got here. 

You stick around long enough and 
structures you help build are viewed 
by later generations as geological forma¬ 
tions that have always been there - The 
Austin Chronicle , SXSW, the Texas Film 
Hall of Fame. 

And building them was a bitch. 

All the time I get asked about Austin then 
and Austin now. Which although different is 
somewhat like asking which fantasy novel 
you want to live in. Thomas Wolfe observed 
you can’t go home again but what is even 
sillier is to try to go back in time. Was 
Austin better five years ago and five years 
before that and 10 years before that? Why 


back then how many angels were two-step- 
ping on the head of a pin? And after 
that pogoing? 

Yesterday is all fantastic and fantasy. 
Tomorrow we control. Today we live. The 
past is always better - smoother, things 
were easier, people were better, decency 
was more common. Today is a problem. It 
is traffic and congestion, it is the high cost 
of everything. 

And tomorrow just makes us shake 
our heads. 

We’re not shaking ours. The Chronicle is 
engaged. It remembers the past, even cher¬ 
ishes it, but won’t allow it to be the quick¬ 
sand sucking us down. Here is to today. 
This is for tomorrow. Throw at us whatever 
you have. We are ready, as we have always 
been ready. 

Because, really, no trick of memory will 
ever reconfigure that old un-air-conditioned 
warehouse space that got almost too hot for 
breathing, a graveyard for too many souls, 
to be anything even slightly better than it 
really was. The past is memory. And memo¬ 
ry is not to be trusted. The future is possi¬ 
bility. Which is worth betting all and every¬ 
thing on, almost always. ■

Several 4chan posters had praised the 
Oct. 1 shooting at Umpqua Community College. 


VINCENT HARDING, FORMER Travis

So here we go again. Another major gun 
massacre, another session of national hand- 
wringing, another backlash from gun fetish¬ 
ists (as inevitably happens after one of 
these incidents, Oregon gun 
sales immediately spiked), 
another national convulsion 
of helplessness. We hear 
calls for “sensible gun regu¬ 
lation,” and we hear the 
counterpoint of “only a good 
guy with a gun can stop a 
bad guy with a gun.” (In fact, 
as often happens, the bad 
guy gets his quota, the good 
guys arrive, and the bad guy 
shoots himself.) 

With nearly as many guns 
as people in the U.S. - and a militarized 
culture that considers gun violence inevi¬ 
table - there is hardly a magic wand avail¬ 
able to stem the bloody tide. But we can at 
least begin with the stark, sensible state¬ 


ments offered by President Barack Obama 
in the immediate wake of the Umpqua 
Community College massacre. “This is a 
political choice that we make to allow this to 
happen every few months in 
America.... When Americans 
are killed in mine disasters, 
we work to make mines 
safer. When Americans are 
killed in floods and hurri¬ 
canes, we make communi¬ 
ties safer. When roads are 
unsafe, we fix them to reduce 
auto fatalities. We have seat- 
belt laws because we know it 
saves lives. So the notion 
that gun violence is some¬ 
how different, that our free¬ 
dom and our Constitution prohibits any 
modest regulation of how we use a deadly 
weapon, when there are law-abiding gun 
owners all across the country who could 
hunt and protect their families and do 


everything they do under such regulations, 
doesn’t make sense.” 

Obama also raised the comparison of rel¬ 
atively few U.S. deaths by “terrorism” vs. 
the many thousands more by gun violence 
- while we spend trillions to address the 
former and virtually nothing to diminish 
the latter. “And yet, we have a Congress that 
explicitly blocks us from even collecting 
data on how we could potentially reduce 
gun deaths,” he said. “How can that be?” 

A CULTURE OF VIOLENCE 

As I’ve written too many times before - 
also a refrain of the president’s message - 
there is no easy, certainly no quick, solution 
to the ongoing U.S. gun frenzy. Despite 
popular outcry, and despite pleading from 
many local governments that bear the brunt 
of the daily carnage, the official political 
will to change does not exist. The headlines 
highlight sensational slaughters like this

latest death of 10, but as the Gun Violence 
Archive (www.gunviolencearchive.org) 
documents, mass shootings (four or more 
people killed or injured) are routine. (The 
current tally for the year, 266, is 10 more 
than when I last checked, Saturday, Oct. 3. 
By the time you read this column, there 
will be more.) 

That means that all the cant about “men¬ 
tal illness” as the root cause of the massa¬ 
cres is both inaccurate and beside the 
point. If people in the U.S. are shooting 
others or themselves in numbers greater 
than 30,000 a year, it’s not because of men¬ 
tal illness or antidepressants or any of the 
other rationalizations designed to reassure 
those who haven’t been shot (yet) that the 
people doing this are not “normal,” or “not 
like us.” The daily carnage goes on largely 
because of two factors: 1) a routine culture 
of aggression embodying the idea that per¬ 
sonal problems - romantic, familial, social 
- can be reflexively addressed by violence; 
and 2) the ready availability of guns to 
carry out that impulse, whenever it occurs. 

There’s no ineluctable mystery about all 
this. As Obama noted, “We know that other 
countries, in response to one mass shoot¬ 
ing, have been able to craft laws that 
almost eliminate mass shootings. ... So we 
know there are ways to prevent it.” Yet we 
don’t have the necessary political will - and 
despite polling to the contrary - it would 
seem that at bottom, we don’t really wish to 
do much about it, at all. 

THE OFFICIAL POLITICAL 
WILL TO CHANGE 
DOES NOT EXIST. 

VIOLENCE IS WHAT WE DO 

It should not go unmentioned that our 
devotion to violence at home is inseparable 
from our devotion to violence abroad (a 
standard of “serious leadership” to which 
our institutional media holds every presi¬ 
dential candidate). If Sandy Hook (or 
Columbine, or Tucson, or Aurora ...) did not 
instigate an effective mass movement 
against gun violence, Umpqua Community 
College is not going to do so. I would like to 
believe we’ll eventually reach a tipping 
point - but there is little evidence of that in 
the near future. If we’re ever going to 
devise a way to diminish the irrational, 
murderous use of guns - especially by 
alienated, angry young men, the likeliest 
offenders - we need to find ways to reduce 
the reflexive resort to violence that infects 
our political rhetoric, our systems of law 
enforcement and justice at all levels, and 
our foreign policy. 

We certainly need rational gun regula¬ 
tion - universal background checks, limits 
on outlandish, murderous weaponry, 
licensing and registration, restrictions on 
felons and the mentally ill, and so on. But 
we need as well a deep and broad cultural 
revulsion against the reflexive use of vio¬ 
lence. That’s a much more difficult - and 
much longer-term - project. ■ 


Ask a Silly Question 

THE FAUX DEMOCRACY OF ONLINE PUSH-POLLING 


As one of its final actions before leaving 
office, the last city council pushed through a 
set of interim regulations enabling transport¬ 
ation network companies (TNCs) such as 
Lyft and Uber to operate in Austin pretty 
much on their own terms - little or no over¬ 
sight on pricing, insurance, inspections, driv¬ 
er checks, and other topics - with the proviso 
that Council revisit the regs in one year. Fast 
forward one year, and the City Council’s 
Mobility Committee, under chair CM Ann 
Kitchen, was set to begin that review pro¬ 
cess at its meeting this Wednesday, Oct. 7. 

Predictably, industry heavyweight Uber 
wasted no time reaffirming its belligerence, 
preemptively broadcasting a petition appeal 
to its mailing list, warning that “the Uber you 
know and love is being threatened by a new 
plan being pushed by Council Member Ann 
Kitchen. ... We need your help 
to stop this toxic plan.” The 
petition itself says: “As a con¬ 
stituent and supporter of Uber 
in Austin, I urge you to oppose 
Council Member Ann Kitchen’s 
plan that would destroy ride¬ 
sharing in Austin.” The thing is, 
nowhere in the email or peti¬ 
tion does it give any indication 
of what provisions might be 
included in the “plan” - which is really a 
range of some 17 different proposals, 
ranging from prohibiting loading and unload¬ 
ing in traffic, to charging a fee similar to what 
taxi companies pay, to requiring inspections, 
background checks, and more. In the end, 
some of these regulations will be passed, 
and some won’t, but they need to be dis¬ 
cussed and considered, before being rejected 
out of hand, without even being explained. 

Unfortunately, this sort of polling and peti¬ 
tioning is becoming increasingly popular in 
the local political arena. Pose a question 
online that you can predict the answer to: 

“Do you support giving people more rideshar¬ 
ing options?” “Do you support housing 
options for renters and flexibility for property 
owners?” Then extrapolate the response to 


support some very tangential political posi¬ 
tion: “People support leaving TNCs unregulat¬ 
ed.” “Neighbors want to see parking regula¬ 
tions removed.” Give it a rest. 

□ 

There’s a subtle but important step in the 
Grove at Shoal Creek development at 
today’s council meeting: Item 4, establishing 
baseline zoning for the entire 75-acre tract 
- which has never been zoned because it 
belonged to the state until recently. Most of 
the adjoining neighborhood is zoned as single¬ 
family SF-2 or SF-3, so the thinking is that 
most of this tract should have base zoning 
no denser than that, especially because the 
transportation access is so poor. Of course, 
ARG Bull Creek, Ltd. intends to build a 
planned unit development much denser 
than that; the whole point of a PUD is to 
override the base zoning, to 
create a development that’s 
superior to the few hundred 
tract houses you’d get in SF-3. 

So, why quibble about the 
base zoning? Largely because 
of the affordable housing 
component. In whatever PUD 
plan is approved (see “Game 
of Zones,” p.16), the developer 
will have to provide a set 
amount of affordable housing, either on-site 
or as a financial contribution to housing else¬ 
where in the city (see “Bonus Points for 
Affordability,” Oct. 2). The amount of that 
contribution is based on the increased densi¬ 
ty (and profit) afforded by the PUD, compared 
to the base zoning. So today’s discussion 
has nothing to do with what ARG will finally 
build on the site, but a lot to do with how 
much affordable housing they’ll have to pro¬ 
vide. And remember: Those who will doubt¬ 
less be arguing today for denser base zoning 
are asking not for a more compact city, but 
for a more profitable city with less affordability. 
□

Here Comes the Sun! 

COUNCIL TALKS PUD, SOLAR ENERGY, AND MORE 


The mood at the City Council meeting 
last Thursday, Oct. 1, was lighter than it had 
been in weeks. More than once Mayor Steve 
Adler wished everybody a “Happy New 
Fiscal Year,” and Council Member Sheri 
Gallo distributed church fundraiser pump¬ 
kins for everybody on the dais. Budget 
Angst Is Over. 

That’s not to say there wasn’t plenty of 
work to do - until a relatively sedate 8:30pm 
adjournment - and more than a few 
moments of contention. There was more 
tussling over the future of the proposed 
“The Grove at Shoal Creek” planned unit 
development (seldom named, but every¬ 
body knew the context), as Mayor Pro Tern 


Kathie Tovo and CM Leslie Pool maneu¬ 
vered to make it more difficult (requiring a 
council supermajority) to approve any PUD 
zoning (on previously unzoned tracts) 
which the Zoning and Platting 
Commission (acting as the “Land Use 
Commission”) had rejected. And there was 
a bit of lectern-wrassling over proposals for 
Austin Energy to move quickly toward 
larger purchases of solar energy, as well as 
a fairly perennial debate over major public 
works purchases of construction materials, 
and if those purchases could be broken 
into smaller bites for more (and presum¬ 
ably more ethnically diverse) bidders. 
(Answer: “We’ll work on it.”) 


There was a dust-up over neighborhood 
planning contact teams (carried over from 
the Planning and Neighborhoods Commit¬ 
tee), and an Imagine Austin commitment to 
find ways to address currently spiking auto¬ 
mobile accident fatalities (e.g., “Vision 
Zero”). Finally, there was a moment of cele¬ 
bration over Council’s acceptance of nearly 
$2.4 million in returned fee waivers from 
White Lodging/Marriott, ending the long- 
running dispute over the hotel construction 
firm’s failure to abide by a prevailing wage 
requirement under its fee waiver agreement. 

The PUD matter might seem arcane - 
and it is - but was triggered by an apparent 
anomaly in city code, which requires a 
supermajority to reject a valid neighbor¬ 
hood petition on a zoning change, but not 
on previously unzoned land like the Grove 
tract at 45th and Bull Creek Road (along 
Shoal Creek), purchased recently by a 
developer from the state. The historical 
logic is that land coming into development 
will need to be assigned some zoning cate¬ 
gory, so outright rejection by Council would 
put it in limbo. But the Bull Creek Road 
Coalition has framed the question as an 
“equity” issue, and wants more leverage on 
the Grove PUD. Council seemed receptive 
to Tovo’s arguments, but Adler and others 
were wary of unanticipated consequences - 
so the resolution that passed will make its 
way through staff and the Planning 
Commission in the next month or so, pre¬ 
sumably while the PUD developers cool 
their heels. (Nevertheless, baseline zoning 
on the tract hits the dais today, Oct. 8.) 

The solar energy proposals were less 
complicated, with the main question 
remaining: How fast is too fast? Prices on 
solar have dropped to historic lows, and 
with two proposals on the agenda - one for 


roughly 300 megawatts at competitive rates, 
another for going to 600 MW with somewhat 
higher pricing - some witnesses were bull¬ 
ish on buying as much as possible now, 
while others shared AE management’s cau¬ 
tion that waiting might be more fiscally 
prudent. With the proposals readily split, 
Council opted to move forward on the 300 
MW deals (with negotiating room) and hang 
fire for the moment on the larger purchas¬ 
es. Only CMs Don Zimmerman and Ellen 
Troxclair were opposed (Zimmerman 
momentarily pumped for more nukes) on 
the grounds that previous councils were 
wrongly in thrall to climate protection, and 
even a minor price hike is too much. But at 
least for the moment, renewables seem to 
have significant momentum on the dais. 
Said the Sierra Club’s Cyrus Reed (who 
spoke in support of the 300 MW proposal), 
“This is an amazing day. ... Even if we did 
only one of the contracts, forget the ‘River 
City,’ forget the ‘Live Music Capital of the 
World,’ we would be the Solar City.’” 

The neighborhood planning contact team 
proposal - authored by D3 CM Sabino Rent¬ 
eria - is in principle a rather mild resolu¬ 
tion, asking staff to draft ways to require 
more enforceable “inclusiveness” and 
“transparency” of contact teams, which are 
the quasi-official groups charged with work¬ 
ing directly with city staff on neighborhood 
planning, as distinct from the general advo¬ 
cacy of neighborhood associations. While 
the specific trigger for the proposal is 
Renteria’s belief that the NPCTs led by (his 
sister) Susana Almanza and her allies are 
not operating fairly, he’s hardly the only 
person in District 3 who’s made that accusa¬ 
tion. Some of Almanza’s Austin Neighbor¬ 
hoods Council colleagues argued against 
the resolution as “premature,” and some on 


Game of Zones 

Two months ago, the situation surrounding 
the proposed planned unit development at 

the 75-acre tract of land at 45th and Bull 
Creek couldn’t have been more tense. The 
Bull Creek Road Coalition - a group of sur¬ 
rounding neighborhood residents - struggled 
to bring the developer, ARG Bull Creek, Ltd., 
to the negotiating table. A separate group of 
density-supportive residents, feeling that the 
BCRC’s approach wasn’t constructive, splin¬ 
tered off into the Friends of the Grove, and 
began to cultivate its own, more symbiotic 
relationship with ARG. 

These waves of contention, it appears, 
have largely settled. The BCRC and Garrett 
Martin of ARG met face to face two weeks 
ago and agreed to secure a mediator to 
resolve their differences. Sara Speights, 
president of the BCRC, said she’s hopeful. 

“I don’t think we’re that far apart,” she said. 

“I think Garrett Martin really wants a good 
development. And I think he’ll keep coming 
back to the table to try and get that. And 
we’d just like to, you know, get there, too.” 

Meanwhile, the Friends of the Grove, which 
was created specifically to support and influ¬ 
ence the development, has become a full- 


fledged neighborhood advocacy group with a 
more rigid structure and bylaws. They meet 
today, Oct. 8, to hash out details and nomi¬ 
nate a board. “I think what’s really helped 
people see the value in joining our group is 
that we have worked with Garrett [Martin] to 
schedule meetings where people can come 
in and have their individual voice heard,” 
Natalie Gauldin, FotG co-founder, told the 
Chronicle back in August. “Which is some¬ 
thing I felt like I was unable to do with the 
format that a lot of the existing groups had.” 

Throughout the entire saga an email blitz 
from angry homeowners walloped City Coun¬ 
cil and local media outlets. Their concerns: 
open space, possible runoff and flooding from 
Shoal Creek, and - above all - increased traf¬ 
fic on streets they say are already packed 
with cars getting on and off of Mopac. All of 
that was made worse by the fact that the 
land was previously unzoned, state-owned 
property, which takes away the neighbors’ 
ability to submit a “valid petition” to require 
a supermajority of Council to pass a PUD 
that’s rejected by the Planning Commission. 

“The law says a change in zoning, and it 
doesn’t define what a change in zoning is,” 



said Speights. “It’s the city of Austin who has 
decided that new land that is not zoned is 
not a change in zoning. We think that’s a 
misinterpretation of state law. We think it is a 
change in zoning.” 

Mayor Pro Tern Kathie Tovo sought to 
even the playing field with a resolution on 
Oct. 1, which would have required a superma¬ 
jority of the council to approve a PUD when 
the Planning Commission recommends deni¬ 
al. The resolution doesn’t touch valid petition 
rights, but it effectively gives neighbors some 
recourse if a PUD rejected by the Planning 
Commission hits the dais. Speights called 
the proposal “consistent” with the BCRC’s 
position, though its full board has not yet 
met and voted either way. In response to a 
question from CM Greg Casar, Tovo noted on

the council’s message board: “When the 
Planning Commission ... recommends denial 
of a PUD zoning, it sends a signal that the 
PUD may be falling short of the city’s goals. 
PUD is a unique zoning category, and given 
the level of flexibility it affords, the bar 
should be high on what actually is consid¬ 
ered superior.” 

ARG said they will continue to monitor the 
situation and continue their talks with the 
neighbors, but they are “concerned about the 
legal authority for the proposed amendment 
under state law, which distinguishes initial zon- 
ings from re-zonings for good policy reasons.” 

Friends of the Grove, of course, errs on 
the side of the developers. They, along with 
everyone else, will wait for the tweaked reso¬ 
lution to return in December. “ARG has stat¬ 
ed that they’re committed to building a lega¬ 
cy project in line with the Imagine Austin 
comprehensive plan and we do not want to 
see them discouraged from following through 
with their plans,” said Gauldin. “We hope 
that the outcome of this resolution is a situa¬ 
tion that is fair for all parties: supportive 
neighbors, unsupportive neighbors, and prop¬ 
erty owners.” - Nina Hernandez 
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the dais suggested this was a citywide solu¬ 
tion to a District 3 problem - but the resolu¬ 
tion was general enough that any real fight 
will wait until it returns in ordinance form. 
(Almanza had spoken at Citizens Communi¬ 
cation, in order to take another shot at 
Council’s previous Springdale Farm deci¬ 
sion - “The rights of the Latino community 
to live in a safe and quiet environment was 
totally ignored by our Latino council mem¬ 
bers and by the white liberals that care 
about rights of neighborhoods” - but this 
time around, didn’t take up the NPCT fight.) 

Finally, the consent agenda item to accept 
the repaid fee waiver funds from White 
Lodging received its own ceremonial 
moment, a few minutes before music and 
proclamations, as CM Greg Casar congratu¬ 
lated the city and previous councils for 
insisting on the original agreement: “And 
that no matter how big or powerful some¬ 
one may be, if they break their promises to 


people within the city of Austin and to the 
Council, that we should ... hold our ground, 
and enforce our rules. ... And I think today 
we reaped the benefits of that.” Added CM 
Delia Garza: “I think this is a great story of 
how when you don’t keep your promise, and 
provide those [benefits] to the people that 
build and strengthen our community and 
our infrastructure, that the city is going to 
hold your feet to the fire.” 

Simmering on council burners for today, 
Oct. 8: Plenty of zoning cases, the proposed 
“sobriety center” for public intoxication 
arrests, the Austin Police Department con¬ 
tract with Travis County for central book¬ 
ing, the return of the Grove (baseline zon¬ 
ing to be determined), and once again, 
short-term rental regs, if they’re not 
delayed due to CM Leslie Pool’s absence. 
There will be Citizens Communication, of 
course - but on zoning days, no proclama¬ 
tions or musical honorees. - Michael King 
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A Lesson in Bilingual Education 

AISD AND JEWISH-ARAB EDUCATION 
GROUP SHARE EXPERIENCES 



Sometimes Austin schools seem impos¬ 
sibly divided. Sometimes it takes an exter¬ 
nal reminder that many people have it far 
worse. Last week, a delegation of Israeli 
educators, representing one of the few 
groups teaching Arabs and Jews in the 
same classrooms, visited to study how the 
Austin Independent School District bridg¬ 
es gaps through bilingual education. 

The idea for the visit came in July, when 
representatives of local teachers’ union 
Education Austin attended the American 
Federation of Teachers conference in 
Washington, D.C., where they met staff 
from the Hand in Hand Center for Jewish- 
Arab Education. Founded in 1997, the 
group runs public schools that teach all 
Israeli kids in a community, be they Arab or 
Jewish. Schools Network Director Ayelet 
Roth called their campuses “an alternative 
way of education, which gives them chance 
to see that there is a possibility of living 
together.... We don’t think the kids have the 
responsibility to solve the mess that the 
adults caused in the Middle East, but we see 
education as a tool of change.” 

The original purpose of the Austin trip 
was to study bilingual education, but it 
became a broader fact-finding expedition 


about American schools, and American 
teachers. There were some raised eye¬ 
brows about how highly structured 
American classrooms are, especially at 
lower grades, but Hand in Hand Director of 
Education Inas Deeb was impressed by the 
overall institution when it comes to help¬ 
ing educators. She said, “A teacher is not 
alone, they are supported within the 
school, and they have rich resources that 
we lack back home.” 

Education Austin Vice President Mont¬ 
serrat Garibay called their five-day visit 
“an amazing experience to share with them 
best practices or what dual language is, 
what pre-K is. When they talk to teachers, 
it’s amazing to see that, even though you’re 
in different countries, you share the values 
that you want the kids to be bicultural and 
bilingual, whether it’s Spanish and English, 
or Hebrew and Arabic.” 

In modern Israel, there are basically two 
education tracks: one for Jewish children, 
and one for Arabs. Deeb knows the split 
well, having spent 10 years as the Israeli 
Ministry of Education’s pedagogical advisor 
to Palestinian schools in the East Bank. She 
said, “By the law, they are equal. By every¬ 
day life, they are not. [Palestinians] suffer 


De Novo Comes to Texas 

PLAY ABOUT A MURDERED GUATEMALAN CHILD 
TELLS AN ALL-TOO-COMMON STORY 


“I don’t want to go back over there, 
because if I go back they’re going to kill me,” 
says Edgar, the lead character in De Novo, a 
documentary play that’s based the true story 
of Edgar Chocoy, 16, who was killed two 
weeks after being deported from the U.S. to 
Guatemala in 2004. 

From the Houses on the Moon Theater 
Company, De Novo was written by Jeffrey 
Solomon, a New York-based writer and per¬ 
former. It’s crafted from immigration court 
transcripts, letters, and interviews conducted 
during immigration proceedings, and has 
been presented in many cities around the 
U.S. and El Salvador; and used as an educa¬ 
tional tool at several law schools, including 
Columbia, NYU, and the University of 
Colorado. The play gets its first Texas staging 
this month at Texas State University and 
UT-Austin. The production incorporates imag¬ 
es by Donna DeCesare, award-winning 
photojournalist, UT professor, and author of 
Unsettled/Desasosiego, whose work covers 
gangs in Central America and Los Angeles. 

The play showcases Edgar’s journey in leav¬ 
ing Guatemala to escape gang violence and 
reunite with his mother in the U.S., who left 
home when he was six months old. Like many 
Central American children, Edgar was targeted 
by a gang - MS-13, the largest gang in Central 
America. Any male child reaching adolescence 
immediately becomes a threat; if he’s not 
recruited by one gang, then he’ll be recruited 
by that gang’s rival. Jonathan Ryan, executive 
director of the Refugee & Immigrant Center 
for Education & Legal Services (RAICES), 


explains that the control gangs have over cer¬ 
tain neighborhoods in Mexico and Central 
America leads many children to quit school, 
relocate, and live with a distant family member 
- or start their journey to the U.S. 

Detained by the U.S. Department of Home¬ 
land Security, Edgar said he would be killed if 
he went home, as MS-13 had put a hit on him. 
A pro bono immigration lawyer helped Edgar win 
an asylum case in front of a federal judge, but 
the judge was not convinced. Edgar was deport¬ 
ed to Guatemala, and murdered 17 days later. 

Eleven years have passed since Edgar’s 
murder. Yet his story remains relevant. Amy 
Thompson, a policy analyst and advocate 
who is currently a graduate research assis¬ 
tant at UT’s School of Social Work, has 
worked on the issue of unaccompanied 
minors for the last 17 years. She attests 
that “there are many Edgars.” In fact, this 
year, Gredys Hernandez, a 14-year-old 
Honduran boy, was murdered three days after 
being deported from Mexico; the North Amer¬ 
ican Congress on Latin America reported that 
two hooded men broke down the door of his 
mother’s house and shot him multiple times. 

The number of unaccompanied children 
that come to the U.S. through Mexico from 
the Northern Triangle (Guatemala, El Salva¬ 
dor, and Honduras) has been on the rise. 
Between 2009 and 2011, an average of 
3,900 children arrived in the U.S. In 2011, a 
consistent increase in child migration from 
Central America began. In spring 2014, child 
migration reached its highest point, which 
was described by President Obama as a

“humanitarian crisis,” with U.S. border patrol 
stations, immigration courts, and shelters 
filled with Central American children. A report 
by the Migration Policy Institute found that 
the U.S. apprehended 52,000 Central Amer¬ 
ican children last year at the Mexican border. 

This year, thanks to a deal between the 
U.S. and Mexico, the numbers were much 
lower. The Southern Border Plan (Programs 
Frontera Sur) was announced on July 7, 

2014; it requires Mexico to toughen its 
enforcement to apprehend more Central 
American children before they get to the U.S. 
The MPI report reveals that under this plan, 
Mexico has received funds from the U.S. to 
implement aggressive enforcement strategy, 
including increased border surveillance, inter¬ 
nal checkpoints, and immigrations raids. 

For the U.S., the Southern Border Plan 
apparently succeeded. Border Patrol’s appre¬ 


hensions of unaccompanied children at the 
southwest border significantly decreased 
from 10,631 in June 2014 to 2,432 in 
September 2014. Between October 2014 
and February 2015, apprehensions of unac¬ 
companied migrant children dropped 42% 
compared to the same time period last year, 
according to the Washington Office on Latin 
America, a nonprofit focusing on human 
rights in Latin America. It’s less clear wheth¬ 
er the Southern Border Plan worked to the 
advantage of Mexican and Central American 
children. - Dina Samir Shehata

discrimination, racism, and their access to 
power and resources is limited.” 

Currently, Hand in Hand runs six schools 
in five communities, teaching 1,350 stu¬ 
dents. Each campus is about 50% Arab, 50% 
Jewish, and that’s reflected by the staffing 
(for example, Deeb is Palestinian, and Roth 
is Jewish). Importantly, they only open a 
campus if the community approaches them, 
in what Roth called “a bottom-up process.” 
Then they will spend a year making sure 
there is real demand and support, and even 
then they will still wait for municipal gov¬ 
ernment buy-in. Their biggest achievement 
may be in Kfar Kara in the Wadi Ara, an 
Arabic community that has attracted Jewish 
students. Deeb said, “Usually Jewish people 
only get into an Arab town for shopping or 
eating in restaurants.” 

This isn’t just about giving Arab kids a 
Jewish-level education. Each classroom in 
kindergarten through sixth grade has two 
teachers: one Palestinian speaking Arabic, 
and one Israeli Jew speaking Hebrew. Deeb 
said, “They prepare together, they work 
together.” But she described it as “essen¬ 
tial” that there are two teachers, so students 
are exposed to both languages and both 
cultures. “We cannot have one teacher, even 
if she is bilingual. She cannot represent me 
as a Palestinian, and I cannot represent the 
Jewish side.” 

Hand in Hand is breaking new ground, so 
much so that staff had to develop a new 
cross-cultural curriculum. In grades 1-6, 
students learn about identity and religious 
heritage, both their own and that of their 
fellow students. Deeb said, “Christians, 
Muslims, and Jews get together and learn 
about a common topic like leadership in the 
three religions.” They have also had to 
develop their own curriculum of Israeli his¬ 
tory, and the more contentious issues, like 
the 1948 war, are left until junior high. 
Again, that’s why having two teachers is so 
important. Deeb said, “For one side it means 
the independence of the Israeli state, for 
the other it’s the nakba, the catastrophe. We 
get them to see facts, to read, to respect the 
two sides, and to dialogue.” 

The initiative is not without controversy. 
In 2014, the Max Rayne school in Jerusalem 
was the target of a suspected arson attack. 
However, much like AISD is increasingly 
pushing community schooling, Roth sees 
Hand in Hand both building, and building 
upon, a sense of community that crosses 
ethnic lines. She said, “If we have 1,350 
students, each of them has two parents, and 
two grandmothers and two grandfathers, so 
we have about 5,000 people who are sup¬ 
porters.” Roth also noted that she found 
support in Austin schools for the values on 
which Hand in Hand is based - rights, 
equality, tolerance, and caring for the poor 
and minorities. That’s a sentiment echoed 
by Education Austin President Ken Zarifis. 
“Struggle is just relative to our experience,” 
he said, “but there’s something common 
that has bound us, because we’re educa¬ 
tors, we believe that what we’re doing is 
helping our kids to have a better future, to 
do better than we are, to be better people 
than we are.”

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Guilty Until Proven Innocent 

MICHAEL ARENA ADJUSTS TO LIFE ON THE OUTSIDE 


“I’m trying to be pro-social,” says Michael 
Arena, the Bell County native who spent 12 
years in prison for a crime that never hap¬ 
pened. “A productive member of society.” 

Arena explains himself one morning at a 
coffee shop in Georgetown, where we sit at 
a corner table with his girlfriend, Sharon 
Larson. He’s big - muscly, cut, tanned, with 
soft and weary eyes. He wears blue jeans, a 
black hat, brown boots, and a white tank 
top. On his arms and upper body are an 
array of blue tattoos. 

“A lot of the mentality I had 
when I was locked up still 
bugs me. It’s like a voice in my 
head; the old me. I grew up 
there. I was 16. That part of me 
is still a part of me. But I’m not 
a hothead anymore. Haven’t 
been in a fight since I was out. 

I’m trying to better myself. On 
Monday, I gotta go to Waco and 
see about going to ITT.” 

The 32-year-old Arena is 
now three years removed 
from the 12 years he spent 
with the Texas Department 
of Criminal Justice. In late 
1999, he and his brother John 
were found guilty and sen¬ 
tenced to prison for sexually 
abusing his younger cousin, Stephanie, 
when she was 7. John, who confessed to the 
crime during questioning, was given seven 
years and a mandate that he register for life 
as a sex offender after his release. Michael, 
16 years old when he went to trial, was 
found guilty and sent away for 20. 

Michael never confessed to the crime - 
because no sexual abuse of his cousin ever 
happened. The real story would be revealed 
years later when Stephanie admitted to 
lying (she believed) in order to help her 
mother LaVonna as she navigated an ugly 
divorce from the Arena brothers’ uncle. 
Stephanie has recanted her damning testi¬ 
mony multiple times over the last decade 
and more, saying that at 7 years old she 
barely knew what sexual abuse was. In 
2010, when she was 21, she told the Chronicle 
that she only knew that her mother, who’s 
“kind of mentally unstable,” “told me to say 
that my cousins had molested me, other¬ 
wise she would go to jail.” 

The recantation eventually afforded 
Michael a second hearing, where, in Aug. 
2012, his case was tossed and he was 
released on time served. (John, released in 
2005, was left with his initial sentence.) 
Michael was picked up at the Dolph Briscoe 
Unit in South Texas and brought back to his 
family’s hometown of Harker Heights. 
There, he was told to step back into society 
and get a job and go on living. Never mind 
that he’d been in prison so long that his 
town had grown to the point that he could 
not navigate it, and small things like his 
father’s iPhone (introduced in 2007, more 
than two generations of phones beyond the 


clunky car phones Arena recognized) would 
trip him up to the point that it became dif¬ 
ficult to communicate. 

“I’m kind of ignoring the whole presidential 
thing,” he says. “I don’t even get into that.” 

Arena has had trouble holding jobs. He 
was a bouncer immediately after his release, 
and worked in oil fields in Texas and New 
Mexico. But that work all came through 
friends; he’s sent in hundreds of applications 
to no avail. “The work history,” he explains. 


“I can’t put down what I did [for work while 
incarcerated] because they’ll ask where, and 
I’ll have to say it happened in prison. I 
worked in a furniture factory. I worked in 
maintenance. I’ve done several jobs, but I 
can’t put it down. They’ll ask where, and 
who’s your employer. ‘Briscoe Prison.’” 

Just as tough is explaining his past to 
new acquaintances. “If I meet somebody 
new, they’re like ‘Oh, where’d you get those 
tattoos?”’ he says. “Everywhere I go, I have 
to explain my life.” The one person he’s met 
who already knew is Larson. She saw the 
20/20 special on the Arena brothers that 
aired in 2006. “I remembered his name,” she

says. “I was the one who went to him and 
said that I remembered. My heart just 
broke for him.

He harbors hope for his exoneration but 
recognizes that it may prove too tough. 
“We’re sort of at a standstill,” he says, noting 
the difficulty of presenting new evidence to 
a case that’s built around something that 
never happened. His brother’s attorney, 
Tony Haughton, a member of the Texas 
Innocence Project, told the Chronicle that 
he’s been working on getting a recantation 
from the brothers’ former aunt, and that 
such a statement would exonerate John 
(thus allowing him to remove his name 
from any sex offender regis¬ 
try) and therefore lead to 
Michael’s exoneration. He 
said he’s visited LaVonna 
twice at her home in Iowa and 
“we’re trying to see what we 
can do along these lines,” but 
he’s yet to get a confession, 
and they’re not sure how that 
will happen. 

In the meantime, Arena’s 
focused on shedding the party 
lifestyle and turning himself 
from a castoff into a family 
man. He and Larson now live 
| together in Temple with 
t Larson’s four children. 
S Together, they’re planning a 
| move to Copperas Cove. It 
z hasn’t been entirely easy - one 
of Larson’s acquaintances called child pro¬ 
tective services when they learned of 
Arena’s past - but they have a good thing 
going. “It’s a different experience, but it’s 
better than what it was,” says Arena. “I don’t 
have to worry about always being around 
drunk people always doing crazy things. It’s 
dealing with kids, cleaning the house. We’ve 
only been dating for a month, but we have 
an understanding.” 

Larson calls it a connection.

Relief Denied, Inmate 
to Be Executed 

Texas will execute its 12th Texan this year when 
it sends Licho Escamilla to the gurney on Wed., 

Oct. 14. He was convicted of capital murder in 
the Nov. 25,2001, shooting death of 34-year-old 
Christopher Kevin James, an off-duty policeman 
carrying out secondary employment as a security 
guard at Dallas’ Club DMX. 

Escamilla, 33, shot James at 2:45am after a 
fight broke out on the sidewalk of the northwest 
Dallas club. (Evidence has also been presented 
to implicate that Escamilla fatally shot another 
man, Michael Torres, days before James’ murder.) 
Considered indigent, he was represented by under¬ 
prepared attorneys who brought only 10 pages 
of handwritten investigatory notes to trial and 
attempted to sway jurors into convicting Escamilla 
of murder charges rather than capital murder (an 
admission of guilt for Escamilla) because at the 
time of the murder, James wasn’t technically work¬ 
ing as a Dallas police officer. 

His counsel’s admission and altogether inef¬ 
fective assistance throughout proceedings have 
led the arguments Escamilla and his current set of 
attorneys have used in attempts to stave off his 
execution. (Escamilla has also brought up his abu¬ 
sive upbringing, and suggested that Texas’ lethal 
injection protocols violate the Eighth Amendment.) 
Thus far, he hasn’t had much luck. Petitions for 
relief at the state and federal levels have both 
been unsuccessful, as was an April 2012 motion 
for a new trial (on many of the same grounds). In 
February, Escamilla learned that the 5th Circuit 
Court of Appeals did not see enough mitigating 
evidence in earlier requests for relief to reverse the 
decision on his execution. 

Escamilla had a final petition with the U.S. 
Supreme Court denied Monday morning. He stands 
to be the 530th Texan executed since 1976. - C.H.

A Flagrant Liar for President?

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M ost people, when filling out a job 
application, accentuate the positive. 
The internship you spent getting 
your boss coffee gets described as “provided 
vital support to core members of the team”; 
your reason for leaving your last job is not 
“because I hated it,” but “I wanted to explore 
other exciting opportunities.” But for the 
nearly 12 million Texans with criminal 
records, there’s one question that’s not so eas¬ 
ily spun: Have you been convicted of a crime? 

The question appears so routinely that 
most people probably don’t give it much 
thought. After all, who wants to hire a crimi¬ 
nal? That way of thinking, of course, ignores 
the fact that a lot of people do things that 
could be considered criminal without get¬ 
ting caught - they drive home after one too 
many drinks, they use illegal drugs, they get 
in fights - and those isolated acts don’t nec¬ 
essarily define their lives or characters. 

The past few decades have seen tough- 
on-crime policies that have drastically 
increased the number of people caught up 
in the criminal justice system. Texas leads 
the nation in the number of incarcerated 
people, currently housing more than 200,000 
inmates (Texas’ overall population is 26 mil¬ 
lion). Although some of those people are 
serving life without parole, and others are 
on death row, the vast majority will be 
released from prison or jail at some point, 
and will be expected to reintegrate into soci¬ 
ety. They’ll be expected to find jobs and 
housing while complying with the require¬ 
ments of their parole or probation. 
Unfortunately for them, housing and 
employment discrimination are rampant. 

Susannah Bannon was released from pris¬ 
on in 2010, after serving 11 months for a fel¬ 
ony DUI. During her time there, she became 
sober, but when she got out she was unable 
to find work. She recalls applying at an ath¬ 
letics store to be a cashier. Her interviewers 
thought she was overqualified, but that she 
might be suitable for a management posi¬ 
tion. However, when she told them about her 
record, their corporate office nixed the idea. 
Eventually she decided to pursue a graduate 
degree in the hopes that it would improve 
her job prospects. She’s currently a Ph.D. 
student at the University of Texas. Looking 
for housing in Austin, she was rejected 
repeatedly before finding a garage apart¬ 
ment being rented by an individual, rather 
than a real estate company. 

LIABILITY VS. DISCRIMINATION 

Part of the problem is that employers and 
landlords fear being held liable should an 
employee or tenant cause someone else 
harm. Employers can be sued for negligent 
hiring and supervision if an employee 
causes damage on the job, and the “employ¬ 
er knew or should have known the employee 
was convicted of an offense that was com¬ 
mitted while performing duties substantial¬ 
ly similar to those reasonably expected to be 
performed in the employment,” or if they 
knew or should have known that the employ¬ 
ee was convicted of certain violent offenses. 
The current law regarding negligent hiring/ 
supervision was passed in 2013, and is actu¬ 
ally less punitive than it was before. 


Despite that, employers can get into trou¬ 
ble with the federal government for dis¬ 
criminating solely on the basis of a criminal 
record, if that discrimination both “signifi¬ 
cantly disadvantage^]” people of a specific 
race, national origin, or other protected 
category, and “do[es] not help the employer 
accurately decide if the person is likely to

be a responsible, reliable, or safe employ¬ 
ee.” But that rule is hard to enforce. An 
employer could get in trouble for refusing 
to consider all applications with checked 
criminal history boxes, but they’re allowed 
to decide that they don’t want to hire any 
particular person on the basis of their crim¬ 
inal record. The Equal Employment 
Opportunity Commission asks that employ¬ 
ers take into account “the nature of the 
crime, the time elapsed since the criminal 
conduct occurred, and the nature of the 
specific job in question,” and that they give 
“an applicant who is excluded by the screen 
the opportunity to show why he should not 
be excluded.” 


an executive order to remove the question 
from all applications for jobs with federal 
contractors. Texas state Rep. Eric Johnson, 
D-Dallas, introduced a Ban the Box bill 
this past legislative session. (It was voted 
out of committee but didn’t make it to the 
Senate. Johnson will likely reintroduce it 
next session.) And in 2008, the city of 
Austin passed a resolution declaring, “The 
city will amend its employment applica¬ 
tion to no longer require the disclosure of 
past criminal history during the initial job 
application process for certain job posi¬ 
tions within the city.” 

This summer City Council Member 
Greg Casar announced his intention to 


introduce a resolution to ban the box for 
all employers doing business in Austin. 
(He also said he would be referring to it as 
a “fair chance” ordinance, so as not to con¬ 
fuse it with the city’s anti-traffic initia¬ 
tive, “Don’t Block the Box.”) Austin would 
join seven states and 12 cities that have a 
Ban the Box ordinance that applies to pri¬ 
vate employers. Casar says that he decid¬ 
ed to introduce the resolution because it 
was something people in the community 
wanted, and because he wants the city to 
think more broadly about what economic 
development means. Often, the city will 
engage in “top-down” economic develop¬ 
ment, such as offering financial incen¬ 
tives. The fair chance ordinance, as well 
as the living wage hike that has already 
passed through Council, have been two 
opportunities for Casar to support eco¬ 
nomic development that comes from the 
ground up. 

Getting to that point has involved stake¬ 
holder meetings and presentations at 
council committee meetings. One of the 
reasons Casar chose to introduce the fair 
chance ordinance is that there are plenty 
of organizations interested in the issue, 
but that have more experience with state 
law. Last month, Lauren Johnson, 
Jacqueline Conn, and Brian McGiverin, an 
attorney with the Texas Civil Rights 
Project, presented to Council’s Economic 
Opportunity Committee their recommen¬ 
dations for the ordinance. They asked that 
the committee require employers to refrain 
from running a background check until 
after making an applicant a conditional 
offer. Ban the Box advocates, including the 
National Employment Law Project, argue 
that laws that delay the background check 
until the conditional offer can be enforced 
while others can’t. 

For both Johnson and Conn, the issue is 
personal. Johnson, a recovering drug 
addict, was last released from jail in 2011. 
She works a variety of jobs related to 
criminal justice reform, including at 
Grassroots Leadership and Conspire The¬ 
atre, and she waits tables at Hill’s Cafe. 
She previously worked with the office of 
state Rep. Senfronia Thompson, 
D-Houston, on a bill that allows people 
with drug-related convictions to be eligible 
for food stamps. Conn moved back to 
Austin after losing her job at Carnegie 
Mellon. She was released from prison in 
2006 and graduated from the University of 
Texas in 2008. After attending graduate 
school at Carnegie Mellon, she worked for 
the university until a new law requiring 
stricter background checks for university 
employees led to her termination. The law 
was passed by the Pennsylvania legislature 
in response to the revelations of Penn 
State assistant coach Jerry Sandusky’s 
numerous sexual assaults on children 
entrusted to his care. (Of course, the law 
would have done nothing to prevent 
Sandusky’s crimes: Sandusky had no crim¬ 
inal record during his time at Penn State.)

MOVING FORWARD 

Next Monday, Oct. 12, city staff will pres¬ 
ent their own recommendations to the 
Economic Opportunity Committee, which 
will vote on whether to bring the ordinance 
to the full Council. Acting Assistant City 
Manager Mark Washington, who is in charge 
of the city’s human resources department, 
has spoken favorably about the city’s hiring 
policy. Although Austin’s policy is, in theory, 
so vague as to be toothless, Washington says 
that the city doesn’t run background checks 
on potential employees unless the job is in a 
category with heightened requirements, 
such as jobs with the police and fire depart¬ 
ments, or involves working with vulnerable 
populations. Washington believes the new 
policy allows Austin to hire “the best person 
for the job. We want to make sure that we 
recruit and hire the best people to serve our 
citizens.” He says that a lot of applicants 
with records aren’t really hardened crimi¬ 
nals so much as people with addiction prob¬ 
lems. “Possession is not an indication of an 
intent to commit a crime; it’s an indication 
of substance abuse.” 

It’s true that the so-called “war on drugs” 
has caused a lot of nonviolent drug users to 
accrue criminal records and jail or prison 
time. But as drug addiction is now popular¬ 
ly accepted to be a disease, many people see 
drug use as less criminal than other offens¬ 
es. However, for many people who struggle 
with addiction, their records don’t include 
merely possession charges, but also charges 
for serious crimes related to drug use. 
Those people also need employment. No 
one who agreed to speak with the Chronicle 
was incarcerated for possession, although 
most of them believed that drug addiction 
had played at least some part in the crimes 
that led to their convictions. Douglas Smith, 
who works for the Texas Criminal Justice 
Coalition, became addicted to crack after 
years of alcoholism. At the time he started 
using he was 36, and had been working as a 
social worker for several years. His addic¬ 
tion in turn led to a series of robberies and 
a prison sentence. It wasn’t until his second 
arrest, when he knew he was headed to 
prison, that Smith was finally able to stick 
to his resolve to get sober. After spending 
five years and eight months in prison, he 


was released in 2014. Unable to find work as 
a social worker, he got his current job after 
going through a rigorous testing process. In 
person, Smith is serene and highly knowl¬ 
edgeable about his work, but his record 
marks him as a violent offender. 

Ban the Box advocates are quick to refer¬ 
ence studies that show that people who have 
committed violent crimes in the past, but 
have gone for seven years without reoffend¬ 
ing, are statistically no more likely to commit 
another crime than anyone else. McGiverin 
also points out that a lot of violent crimes tend 
to be committed by young people. “People 
age out” of these crimes, he says. Of course, 
everyone recognizes that career criminals 
exist. Ban the Box doesn’t prevent an employ¬ 
er from discovering red flags. It just requires 
them to get a sense of the person behind the 
record before deciding how much their past 
crimes relate to their present character. 


Rirthermore, not all Ban the Box ordi¬ 
nances are created equally. There are a lot 
of variables that go into crafting them. 
Some cities exempt employers with few 
employees from their ordinances (Seattle 
forbids employers of one or more employ¬ 
ees from asking the question, while San 
Francisco’s law only applies to employers of 
20 or more people); others make employers 
take the box off of the initial application but 
allow the question to be asked at any point 
afterward, diluting the law’s intent, which 
is to have employers see applicants as indi¬ 
viduals before deciding whether to dismiss 
them because of their records. Nearly every 
ordinance allows exceptions for certain 
jobs, such as those dealing with so-called 
“vulnerable populations,” like children, the 
elderly, and the incarcerated. McGiverin 
acknowledges the contradiction between 
banning the box in general and carving out 
exceptions based on the idea that people 
with criminal records aren’t fit to work with 
kids, or certain other groups, yet says com¬ 
promise is necessary in order to create 
politically viable solutions. 


NO SILVER BULLET 

No one expects Ban the Box to solve the 
problem of unemployment among ex¬ 
offenders on its own. “It’s not a silver bullet,” 
says Casar. Many people leaving prison or 
jail lack the skills to be attractive job candi¬ 
dates, even without taking their records into 
account. Matthew Sheehy, who was released 
from federal prison in 2011, recalls that 
when he arrived at the McCabe Halfway 
House, he and the other residents were sent 
out to look for jobs every day, but not given 
any guidance. Sheehy has a friendly, outgo¬ 
ing personality, and says he took every sin¬ 
gle college course he was able to while he 
was in prison (California, where he served 
most of his sentence, offers free community 
college to all of its residents, including its 
inmates), and he quickly found work as a 
server. Gwen Cubit, who was released from 
prison in 1995, benefited from a program - 


discontinued during the Clinton administra¬ 
tion - that offered employers financial incen¬ 
tive to hire and train former prisoners. The 
training she received allowed her to find 
work in the food service industry, including 
managerial positions, for years, although she 
experienced plenty of discrimination along 
the way. (She ultimately went back to school 
and now works as a licensed social worker.) 
“I never know for sure, though,” she says. 
“Did they not hire me because I have a 
record? Or is it because I’m black? Or 
because I’m a woman? Or because I’m gay?” 

Yet Cubit and Sheehy were lucky, com¬ 
paratively. Many inmates will leave the 
Texas Corrections system without having 
received an education or job training. And 
not everyone can count on the support of 
their family or friends. Bannon writes that “I 
haven’t always been this hard-working over¬ 
achieving nerd. The capacity to do so was 
there, as it is in thousands of people coming 
out of our justice system, but it was the post¬ 
release resources (familial/financial/recov¬ 
ery support) that made the difference for 
me. I have no doubt in my mind that if I 


didn’t have them I would be dead or back in 
prison by now. I lean towards thinking I 
would be dead, as addiction is a chronic and 
progressive disease that doesn’t give up.” 

Reggie Smith, who was in and out of jail 
and prison from the early Eighties until 2012, 
says that people getting out of prison need 
practice to get back into the swing of work¬ 
ing for pay. “They need to get used to going 
to work and not looking for a place to hide 
and sleep.” While he is in favor of Ban the 
Box, he thinks it won’t have much more than 
a symbolic effect. There’s no point in trying 
to convince people who don’t want to hire ex- 
cons to change their minds. Smith gestures 
to the shirt he’s wearing during his interview. 
“This company, Homeboy Industries, only 
hires ex-offenders. There need to be more 
programs that focus on hiring ex-offenders 
so people can see that we’re good workers.” 

Casar says his office is interested in listen¬ 
ing to what his constituents want. More city- 
funded job training may be part of the answer, 
but Casar also doesn’t think the private sector 
should be counted out, and mentions the idea 
of providing incentives for companies that 
provide job training for a certain number of 
unskilled laborers, or are willing to hire a 
certain number of ex-offenders. 

While advocates say that employment is 
key in combating recidivism, more job 
opportunities won’t address one of the per¬ 
sistent causes of drug addiction and related 
crime. Most of the people who spoke to the 
Chronicle described drugs as a coping 
mechanism for mental illness. Shelby Cole¬ 
man, who has been on probation for three 
related crimes since 2008, says that he 
began taking Xanax when a doctor pre¬ 
scribed it to treat his anxiety. He became 
addicted, and “felt invincible,” which led to 
a series of robberies. He says that the threat 
of jail was what he needed to become sober, 
but he still suffers from the anxiety. 

Ultimately, Ban the Box won’t fix unem¬ 
ployment or discrimination. But its propo¬ 
nents believe that it will begin a conversa¬ 
tion and help start the process of erasing 
the stigma of a criminal history. “It’s not 
going to get us to the finish line on its own,” 
say McGiverin, “but we’re not going to get 
there without it.” ■

Scientists at North Carolina 
State and Wake Forest 
universities have developed 
a machine that vomits, 
realistically, enabling the study 
of “aerosolization” of dangerous 
norovirus.

PlayStations and Xboxes, However, State-of- 
the-Art: A New York University Center for 
Justice analysis released in September 
warned that, unless major upgrades are made 
quickly, 43 states will conduct 2016 elections 
on electronic voting machines at least 10 
years old and woefully suspect. Those states 
use machines no longer made or poorly sup¬ 
ported, and those in 14 states are more than 
15 years old. There are apprehensions over 
antiquated security (risking miscounts, poten¬ 
tial for hacking), but also fear of election-day 
breakdowns causing long lines at the polls, 
depressing turnout and dampening confi¬ 
dence in the overall fairness of the process. 
The NYU center estimated the costs of 
upgrading at greater than $1 billion.

In a “manifesto” to celebrate “personal 
choice and expression” in the standard of 
beauty “in a society that already places too 
many harmful standards on women,” accord¬ 
ing to a July New York Times report, some 
now are dyeing their armpit hair. At the Free 
Your Pits website, and events like “pit-ins” in 
Seattle and Pensacola, Fla., envelope-push¬ 
ing women offer justifications ranging from 
political resistance to, according to one, 
“wanting] to freak out [her] in-laws.”

Actress Melissa Gilbert (a star of TV’s Little 
House on the Prairie), 51, announced in 
August that she would run for Congress from 
Michigan’s 8th Congressional District - even 
though she is currently on the hook to the 
IRS and California for back taxes totaling 
more than $470,000.

to the existing County courthouse, necessary and 
suitable for the purposes of conducting public business 
of the County, including the housing of county and 
district offices, county and district courts, justice of the 
peace courts and county records, and for conducting 
other public business of the County, and (ii) such 
additional buildings and rooms are necessary for such 
purposes; and 

WHEREAS, the Commissioners Court is authorized

All resident, 
qualified voters of the County shall be eligible to vote at 
the Election. 

Section 5. Election Precincts. Voting Locations 
and Voting Hours on Election Date . The polls shall be 
open for voting on Election Day from 7:00 a.m. to 7:00 
p.m. at the regular County designated polling places 
identified in Exhibit A attached hereto, at countywide 
polling places authorized by the Code, or as adopted 
by subsequent orders of the Commissioners Court, 
in each of the County election precincts which have 
been heretofore established and described by natural 
or artificial boundaries or survey lines by an order 
adopted by the Commissioners Court and on file in its 
minutes; provided, however, such times and locations 
may be changed if so directed by Dana DeBeauvoir, 
Travis County Clerk (“County Clerk”), without further 
action of the Commissioners Court. The County 
Clerk is hereby authorized and directed to make such 
changes in polling locations as may be necessary for 
the proper conduct of the Election without amendment 
of this Order. The Election shall be conducted at each 
polling place by the officers appointed by separate 
order of the Commissioners Court in accordance with 
applicable provisions of the Code. 

Section 6. Early Voting Locations. Dates and 
Times , (a) Early voting by personal appearance shall be 
conducted by the Travis County Clerk at 5501 Airport 
Boulevard, Austin, Texas 78751, which is hereby 
designated as the main early voting polling place for 
said election. The County Clerk is hereby appointed as 
Early Voting Clerk for the election. Deputy early voting 
judges/clerks will be appointed as needed to process 
early voting mail and to conduct early voting. Early 
voting by mail shall be conducted in conformance 
with the requirements of the Code. Ballot applications 
and ballots voted by mail shall be sent to: Dana 
DeBeauvoir, Travis County Clerk, RO. Box 1748, Austin, 
Texas 78767, or 5501 Airport Boulevard, Austin, 

Texas 78751. The County Clerk is hereby authorized 
to appoint the members of the Early Voting Ballot 
Board and the presiding judges and alternate judges in 
accordance with the requirements of the Code and/or 
by separate order of the Commissioners Court. Early 
voting shall be conducted by the Early Voting Clerk, 
at the main early voting polling location listed above; 
provided, such location may be changed or additional 
early voting locations may be added by the County 
Clerk, without further action of the Commissioners 
Court and without amendment of this Order, as is 
necessary for the proper conduct of the Election. 

(b) In addition to the main early voting polling 
location, voters may vote at all early voting polling 
locations, including mobile voting locations, designated 
and maintained by the County, as listed in Exhibit A 
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attached hereto or as adopted by subsequent orders of 
the Commissioners Court. 

(c) Early voting by personal appearance shall 
begin on Monday, October 19, 2015, and shall end 
on Friday, October 30, 2015, and shall be held at the 
locations, on the dates and at the times set forth in 
Exhibit A attached hereto or as adopted by subsequent 
orders of the Commissioners Court. 

Section 7. Notice of Election . Notice of the Election 
shall be given by: (i) publishing a substantial copy of 
this Order, in English and Spanish, on the same day of 
each of two (2) successive weeks not earlier than the 
thirtieth (30th) day nor later than the fourteenth (14th) 
day prior to the date set for the Election, in a newspaper 
of general circulation in the County, (ii) posting a copy 
of this Order, in English and Spanish, at the County 
courthouse on the bulletin board used for posting notices 
of the meetings of the Commissioners Court and at three 
(3) other public places within the County, not later than 
the twenty-first (21 st) day prior to the date set for the 
Election and (iii) posting a copy of this Order, in English 
and Spanish, on the County’s website, prominently and 
together with the notice of the Election and the contents 
of the Proposition, not later than the twenty-first (21 st) 
day prior to the date set for the Election through Election 
Day. Additionally, on Election Day and during early voting 
by personal appearance, this Order shall be posted in a 
prominent location at each polling place. For each precinct 
that is combined to form a consolidated precinct under 
Section 42.008, Election Code, not later than the tenth 
(1 Oth) day before election day, notice of each precinct’s 
consolidation and the location of the polling place in the 
consolidated precinct shall be posted at the polling place 
used in the preceding General Election and such notice 
shall remain posted continuously through Election Day. 

Section 8. Conduct of Election , (a) The Election shall 
be conducted under the jurisdiction of the County Clerk. 

(b) Election judges, alternate judges and clerks 
shall be paid, as determined by separate order of the 
Commissioners Court, for their service in the Election. 

(c) The voting system or equipment heretofore 
adopted by the Commissioners Court for County 
elections shall be used for the Election. 

(d) The Election shall be held and conducted in 
compliance with the Code except as modified by other 
applicable provisions of law. 

(e) The election officers shall make returns for the 
Election in the manner required by law, and the ballots 
that are properly marked in conformance with the 
provisions of the Code for votes cast by mail, during 
the period of early voting and on Election Day shall be 
counted in the manner required by law. 

Section 9. Additional Information Required bv 
Section 3.009 of the Election Code . 

(a) As of October 1,2014, the first day of the 
County’s current fiscal year, the aggregate principal 
amount outstanding of tax-supported debt of the 
County was $661,537,143 and the aggregate amount 
of outstanding interest on such tax-supported debt was 
$182,519,289. The County’s ad valorem debt service 
tax rate for the current fiscal year is $0.0713 per $100 
of assessed valuation of taxable property in the County. 

The County intends to issue the bonds authorized 
by the Proposition over a period of years in a manner 
and in accordance with a schedule to be determined 
by the Commissioners Court based upon a number 
of factors, including, but not limited to, the then 
current needs of the County, demographic changes, 
prevailing market conditions, assessed valuations in 
the County and management of the County’s short¬ 
term and long-term interest rate exposure. Market 
conditions, demographics and assessed valuations 


vary based upon a number of factors beyond the 
County’s control, and therefore, the County cannot 
and does not guarantee a particular interest rate or 
tax rate associated with the bonds authorized by the 
Proposition. As such, the information contained in this 
paragraph is provided solely for illustrative purposes 
and does not establish any limitations or restrictions or 
create a contract with the voters. The County currently 
estimates that, if the Proposition are approved and the 
bonds proposed herein are authorized and issued in 
accordance with the County’s currently projected plan 
of finance, the maximum interest rate of the bonds is 
not expected to exceed 5.00%. 

(b) Any additional information required by Section 
3.009 of the Code is contained in Sections 2 and 3 of 
this Order. 

Section 10. Necessary Actions . The County Judge 
and the County Clerk, in consultation with the County 
Attorney and bond counsel, are hereby authorized 
and directed to take any and all actions necessary 
to comply with the provisions of the Code, including 
particularly, Chapter 272 of the Code pertaining to 
bilingual requirements, and, to the extent applicable, 
the Federal Voting Rights Act, in carrying out and 
conducting the Election, whether or not expressly 
authorized herein, including making changes or 
additions to polling places or procedures to the extent 
required or desirable or as may become necessary due 
to circumstances arising after the date of this Order. 

Section 11. Severability . If any provision, 
section, subsection, sentence, clause or phrase of 
this Order, or the application of same to any person 
or set of circumstances is for any reason held to be 
unconstitutional, void, invalid, or unenforceable, neither 
the remaining portions of this Order nor their application 
to other persons or sets of circumstances shall be 
affected thereby, it being the intent of the Commissioners 
Court in adopting this Order that no portion hereof or 
provision or regulation contained herein shall become 
inoperative or fail by reason of any unconstitutionality, 
voidness, invalidity or unenforceability of any other portion 
hereof, and all provisions of this Order are declared to be 
severable for that purpose. 

Section 12. Effective Date . This Order shall take 
effect immediately upon adoption. 

Section 13. Open Meeting . It is hereby officially 
found and determined that notice of the meeting at 
which this Order is adopted was given as required 
by the Texas Open Meetings Act, Chapter 551, Texas 
Government Code, and that such meeting has been 
open to the public at all times when this Order was 
discussed and acted on.

Upward Mobility 

FOR HIS LANDMARKS ART 
COMMISSION, MICHAEL RAY CHARLES 
TRANSFORMS CRUTCHES INTO STARS

Crutches may be designed to be helpful, to aid folks in getting 
around, but that hasn’t helped them be seen in a very positive light. 
There’s a certain guilt by association at work with crutches; if you 
need them, then you must be lame, crippled, deficient. And think of 
how we’ve come to use them to characterize what we see as some¬ 
one’s over-reliance on an activity, object, or excuse: “Oh, he uses 
that as a crutch.” In that sense, it isn’t even a thing that person truly 
needs; it’s just a device that’s being clung to out of avoidance, to 
keep from doing something else that may be hard or painful. 

Michael Ray Charles - you may remember him as a professor in the 
University of Texas art department for a couple of decades - has been 
considering the crutch quite a lot lately. It’s the object at the heart of 
his new work commissioned from Landmarks, the UT-Austin public art 
program. Indeed, it’s the material itself that makes up this site-spe-

cific sculpture, which will be dedicated in a ceremony and reception 
Thursday, Oct. 15. Charles has rounded up hundreds of these dispar¬ 
aged mobility enablers and liberated them from their earthbound pur¬ 
pose - freed them from the earth altogether. In (Forever Free) Ideas, 
Languages and Conversations, all those crutches are suspended in the 
atrium of the Gordon-White Building, attached to one another to form 
26 starlike shapes - one for each letter of the alphabet. They create a 
constellation that suggests new life for these devices, not as separate 
supports for individuals, perhaps, but as interconnected bodies that 
reflect a community’s purpose and achievements. 

Those who know Charles’ work only from his provocative paintings 
and drawings that quote and subvert negative stereotypes of African- 
Americans may be surprised to find him working outside that signa¬ 
ture framework and in three dimensions. But this isn’t the artist’s 
first dance with sculpture, and this work falls more within his themat¬ 
ic concerns than it might first appear. The recently expanded Gordon- 
White Building - formerly the Black and Latino Studies Building, home 
to the African and African Diaspora Studies Department, the Institute 
for Urban Policy Research and Analysis, and the John L. Warfield 
Center for African and African American Studies, as well as the 
Center for Mexican American Studies and the Department of Mexican 
American and Latina/o Studies - is joined to the 1952 Geography 
Building by the atrium where (Forever Free) Ideas, Languages and 
Conversations will live. Charles conceived of the sculpture as high¬ 
lighting the passage from past to present and future. “Viewing the 
space as a transition between the old guard and the new, both 
architectural and academic, Charles contributed to the renovation 
and expansion by selecting finishes such as a raw concrete floor and 
exposed ceilings to convey ideas of growth and evolution. The artist 
acknowledges that in any attempt to grow, whether architectural or 
intellectual, there may be wounds and complex historical perspectives 
with which each generation must engage.” 

That’s from Gwendolyn DuBois Shaw’s essay about the artwork on 
the Landmarks website. The art scholar and associate professor of 
American art at the University of Pennsylvania - who will conduct a 
public interview with Charles at the sculpture’s debut - goes on to 
state how, to create the work, Charles “reflected on the challenges of 
minority communities in bringing their experiences from the neglected 
margins to recognition at the center of academic life. Through its pres¬ 
ence in this space, the work engages directly with the difficulties that 
scholars of a broader and more inclusive American history, life, and 
culture have endured in order to pursue their intellectual interests. 

“The metaphorical crutches that supported these communities for 
so long, now grouped together and bound at a common core, have 
been turned into a swirling mass of constellations that will propel 
them through the coming century. In this way, Charles’ sculpture may 
be viewed as symbolizing the continued progress made by all cultural 
studies departments within the academy, as well as those who strug¬ 
gle to achieve greatness in the face of great odds.” 

Charles may no longer teach at UT - in 2014, he joined the faculty 
at the University of Houston, his alma mater - but he’s the first artist 
with strong ties to the 40 Acres to be hired by Landmarks to create 
a new work for its collection, an achievement that adds even more 
value to this already priceless collection of public art. ■

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I n the final month of 1973, the 
Paramount was a terminal case. 

What we cherish now as the grande 
dame of Austin theatres had at that point 
about as much life left in her as the Nixon 
presidency. The once-glamorous vaudeville 
house, which in its first year had hosted 
illusionist Harry Houdini, amazing the 
locals with his startling Chinese Water 
Torture Cell escape, had become a down-at- 
heels dowager, showing every one of her 58 
years. The theatre’s last makeover had been 
15 years earlier, and even replacing seats 
and expanding the concession stand hadn’t 
done much to lure suburbanites away from 
their 24-inch television screens. The 
Paramount’s last stab at reclaiming the 
eminence of its glory years - the world pre¬ 
miere of a motion picture! - had been in 
1966, and even that was a sign of the times: 
The movie was based on a TV series, and an 
unabashedly campy one at that. Holy cath¬ 
ode-ray backfire, Batman! 

Who cared about a theatre from their 
grandpappy’s day, anyway? Not the drivers 
of the Ford Pintos and Buick Regals zipping 
past 713 Congress. They were just in a 
hurry to get of out the dead zone that was 
Downtown Austin. I mean, what was there 
to keep them in the ’01 after they clocked 
out of the office? No Antone’s yet. No 
Liberty Lunch. No Steamboat. No Esther’s 
Follies. Hell, those 1.5 million Mexican free- 
tails hadn’t even made a bat condo out of 
the Congress Bridge. Better to cross the 
river to the Armadillo World Headquarters 
or Palmer Auditorium, or head west of town 
to that new Soap Creek Saloon than stick 
around this urban corpse. 

And better to let this shabby relic of 
showplaces past go the way of all things. 
That looked to be the plan of ABC Interstate 
Theatres, which held the Paramount lease. 
While the exhibition chain had, in its previ¬ 
ous incarnations, booked many a prestige 
picture into the place, it had lately made the 
Paramount a dumping ground for Charles 
Bronson Death Wish knockoffs and kung fu 
fist-fests. With those drawing only about a 
dozen guys per screening, word on the 
street was that when the current lease term 
ended Oct. 14, 1975 - 80 years almost to the 
day of the theatre’s opening - ABC Interstate 
would let the lease expire and the Paramount 
with it. There was talk of the building being 
razed and replaced with a Holiday Inn. 

Let that sink in for a second, fans of the 
Summer Classic Film Series: a Holiday Inn. 

PEOPLE WHO CARED 

That the Nation’s Innkeeper didn’t add 
another green-and-white outlet next door to 
the Stephen F. Austin and that Austin still 
has the Paramount this Sunday, Oct. 11, to 
mark the centenary of its debut, is because 
someone did care. Actually, as the decade 
wore on, a lot of someones cared, but in 
December ’73, you could count them all on 
your right hand: John Bernardoni, Stephen 
Scott, and Charles Eckerman, who that 
month formed Paramount, Inc., a for-profit 
corporation intended to rescue the neglect¬ 
ed venue and reinvent it as the Paramount 
Theatre for the Performing Arts. Indeed, 


Of Paramount 
Importance 

As the grande dame of Austin theatres turns 100, 
it matters more than ever

Bernardoni was the someone who started 
that ball rolling after watching Bruce Lee 
kick his way through an army of hoodlums 
with a paltry handful of patrons. The recent 
graduate from the University of Texas 
Radio-Television-Film program was seized 
with a desire to restore the theatre, and that 
led him to manager Charlie 

Root, whose own love affair . 

with the Paramount went 
back decades to when he 
was Bernardoni’s age and 
got a job there as an usher. 

(In those green days, he 
was responsible for a mem¬ 
orably awkward moment 
during a performance by 
fan dancer Sally Rand, but 
that’s another story.) Count 
Root as the fourth someone 
who cared, as he not only 
introduced Bernardoni to 
the person who became the 
Paramount’s greatest bene¬ 
factor, Roberta “Bobbie” 

Crenshaw, but also tipped 
off Bernardoni when ABC Interstate made 
the decision not to renew its lease in ’75 and, 
when Bernardoni, Eckerman, and Scott 
took it over, helped persuade the bank to 
cut the lease by over half, to $1,500 a month. 

Still, Bernardoni was the spark, and his 
vision for a revivified Paramount, always 
related with feverish fervor, ignited in Scott,

his co-worker at the Point Venture resort on 
Lake Travis, and Scott’s pal Eckerman, who 
moved to Austin from Chicago to help them 
realize this crazy dream. Over the next year, 
the trio pulled together a prospectus - part 
love letter to the Paramount’s past, part 
budget for the renovation and operations 
(both wildly optimistic). 
Then, in February 1975 they 
got their feet wet as pre¬ 
senters with a pair of jazz 
concerts (Dave Brubeck 
and Herbie Mann) and an 
opera (Britten’s Turn of the 
Screw by Texas Opera 
Theatre). Could Brubeck’s 
show have been the first 
live performance on the 
Paramount stage since 
Eddie Bracken headlined 
The Seven-Year Itch two 
decades before? Could be. 
The key thing, though, was 
that Brubeck opened the 
door to a new era of live 
performance on that stage: 
giants of jazz, from Count Basie to Bill 
Evans to Miles; pioneers of comedy, from 
George Carlin to Rodney Dangerfield, 
Firesign Theatre to Cheech and Chong; and 
great musicmakers of all kinds, from John 
Prine to Laurie Anderson, Sarah Vaughan 
to Stevie Ray, Chuck Berry to Joe Ely (on 
the same bill, no less!). You had Ben Vereen,

Merce Cunningham Dance, the Juilliard 
String Quartet, John Houseman’s the 
Acting Company, and national tours of the 
all-black revival of Guys and Dolls starring 
Richard Roundtree and Leslie Uggams, 
Freda Payne in Sophisticated Ladies, and 
Brenda Vaccaro and James Farentino in 
California Suite. 

RESTORED GLORY 

As more and more such acts toured 
through, the Paramount regained more and 
more of its bygone luster. Of course, much 
of that was due to the $2.2 million restora¬ 
tion overseen by David Hoffman of Bell, 
Klein & Hoffman Architects, which saw the 
return of the opera boxes that had been 
removed during the theatre’s 1930 make¬ 
over (the one to make it more palatable as a 
movie house and that saw the name change 
from the Majestic to the Paramount). But at 
times it seemed as if the theatre itself was 
an active participant in reclaiming its past 
grandeur, as when Bernardoni released a 
strange backstage cable and down from the 
flies came the original fire curtain, the pas¬ 
toral scene painted on it as vivid as it had 
been in the Roaring Twenties - which was 
likely when it was last seen. It was as if the 
theatre was preserving it in the dark of the 
rafters, until someone who cared for it came 
along. That description certainly applied to 
Bernardoni, Scott, and Eckerman; Root; 
Hoffman and wife Binnie; the philanthropic 
triumvirate of Bobbie Crenshaw, Sue 
McBee, and Mary Margaret Farabee; 
Congressman Jake Pickle and Gov. Dolph 
Briscoe, who loosened the federal purse 
strings for $1.85 million in renovation funds 
- all displayed such a deep commitment to 
the Paramount as to seem as saintly as 
winged Cecilia gazing benevolently from 
the theatre’s ceiling. 

And thanks to their efforts, Austin came 
to care for the Paramount in a way it hadn’t 
in 30 years or more. Now, people here could 
see what the theatre was always meant to 
be: a venue for live performance as majestic 
as its earlier name. They could appreciate 
the intimacy and remarkable acoustics of a 
classic theatre. And they could feel its his¬ 
tory as never before, the ties to an Austin 
from before they were born - before their 
parents were born - which made it unique 
among stages here. After all, what else sur¬ 
vives from the 1910s? Not the Hancock 
Opera House. Not the Queen Theatre or the 
Millett Opera House. The few other historic 
theatres around - the Ritz, the State, Hogg 
Auditorium - just go back to the Thirties. 

So a theatre that’s lasted a century here is 
a rare and precious thing. The Paramount 
gives us continuity with our cultural past as 
no other venue does. Threadgill’s keeps the 
flame of the Armadillo burning, as the Long 
Center does for Palmer Auditorium, but nei¬ 
ther is the actual venue that once existed on 
its site. The Paramount is, so we feel that 
connection across the years. We know when 
we howl at the Marx Brothers onscreen now 
that earlier audiences of Austinites roared at 
them in person, when we see Katharine 
Hepburn promise to be “yar” in the film of

The Philadelphia Story that she once made 
that vow in the flesh on that stage, when we 
look up at the hole in the ceiling to the left of 
St. Cecilia that it was made by Houdini 
(unless, that is, it was made by Houdini con¬ 
temporary Harry Blackstone, as some sug¬ 
gest). The past is present, which makes us 
feel not just that we’re enjoying a great film 
or performance there, but that we’re partici¬ 
pating in a grand tradition of music, cinema, 
comedy, and theatre in that space; that a new 
concert by Lyle Lovett is part of a continuum 
that includes the Fabulous Thunderbirds, 
Carol Channing, Enrico Caruso, and John 
Philip Sousa; that the latest world premiere 
at South by Southwest or the Austin Film 
Festival follows in a line with 
Dolly and Burt’s The Best 
Little Whorehouse in Texas, 

Adam West’s Batman, and the 
1947 Western The Fabulous 
Texan; that the next headlin¬ 
ers at the Moontower Comedy 
& Oddity Festival belong to a 
tradition of live comedy that 
encompasses Fanny Brice, 

Bob Newhart, Martin Mull, 

Kids in the Hall, Esther’s 
Follies, and those mad Marxes. 

And when Olympia Dukakis 
steps on the Paramount stage 
in the drama Rose in January, 
she’ll be treading the boards 
walked by Hepburn, Van 
Heflin, and Joseph Cotton in 
The Philadelphia Story; 

Katharine Cornell, Basil 
Rathbone, and an 18-year-old 
Orson Welles in The Barretts of 
Wimpole Street; Alfred Lunt, z 
Lynn Fontanne, and Sydney | 

Greenstreet in The Taming of S 
the Shrew; Joan Bennett and * 
hometown hero Zachary Scott o 
in Bell, Book and Candle; Joe 
Sears and Jaston Williams in Greater Tuna 
and its sequels; the Broadway-level stars of 
Austin Musical Theatre; and many a local 
actor in an array of musicals and plays by 
Ken Johnson’s Center Stage company and 
Live Oak Theatre. 

AUSTIN’S CULTURAL IDENTITY 

Don’t underestimate the role that Austin 
played in making the Paramount what it is 
today. All those marquee names from 
Tinseltown and the Great White Way have a 
way of dazzling us, but when Bernardoni 
and friends reopened the theatre to live 
performance in the Seventies, they opened 


it to homegrown talent as well, and the way 
that local companies and artists were 
embraced tells the real story of how we in 
Austin came to see the Paramount as our 
theatre. It wasn’t just how people showed 
up when Live Oak or Center Stage or 
Tapestry Dance or AMT put on a show 
there. It wasn’t just how their appearances 
at the Paramount helped rocket Lovett and 
Williams & Sears’ servings of Tuna to new 
heights. It was how the Paramount soon 
became a place where the city came togeth¬ 
er to party, a space for civic celebration. In 
its early years, Esther’s always marked its 
birthday with a show at the Paramount. 
Fans of The Rocky Horror Picture Show 
threw a yearly bash there, too. (The first 
one brought Tim Curry himself to town.) 

Jerry Jeff Walker still does, and 
Kelly Willis & Bruce Robison 
have made a holiday tradition 
of doing a concert there. 
Whether it was the elegance 
that the renovated venue pro¬ 
jected, our newfound apprecia¬ 
tion for its history, or the role 
it played in making Austinites 
want to be Downtown again, 
the Paramount became one of 
those places - like the ’Dillo - 
that was central to the city’s 
cultural identity. It’s a place 
we want to go, maybe even 
need to go, on certain occa¬ 
sions, and we feel Austin 
wouldn’t be Austin somehow 
without the Paramount. 

A few times we’ve come 
close to losing the theatre, but 
as in 1973, there’s always been 
someone who cared enough 
about the Paramount not to let 
that happen. You can point to 
certain stewards of the theatre 
who have been crucial in keep¬ 
ing the lights on - Paul Beutel, 
Ken Stein, current director Jim 
Ritts - but their heroic efforts would have 
amounted to little if Austin didn’t care 
about the Paramount as much as it does. 

That wasn’t the case in late 1973 - the 
darkest of days for the Paramount. The sign 
of how far the theatre has come in 40 years 
is an actual sign: the re-creation of the blade 
that adorned the building fagade from 1930 
to 1964, when it was removed for repairs 
and disappeared. As a gift for the theatre’s 
100th birthday, its supporters sprung for a 
replacement and switched it on for the first 
time Sept. 23. How fitting for the Paramount 
to begin its second century with so much 
light, a beacon for Austin culture. ■

Rock Hard and Soft 

Opposing tensions drive The Quarry, but Hyde Park 
Theatre’s staging mines the play’s heart

The hills of Vermont are not a place that’s gotten lots 
of attention from American playwrights. Perhaps that’s 
because, like Jean (Katherine Catmull), the center of 
The Quarry, it’s a place where a lot of people would 
rather be left alone. 

In the play by Greg Pierce at Hyde Park Theatre, 

Jean lives by herself in a house teetering 
on the edge of a marble quarry. She and 
her late husband Sammy (Ken Webster, who 
also directs) built the house themselves. 

They raised a daughter, Clara (Jess Hughes), 
together against the around-the-clock sounds 
of the quarry: the dynamite, the destruction, 
the crashing of rock on rock. It was a difficult existence for 
Sammy and Clara, but Jean claims to have loved it. 

Now that Sammy is gone, Jean has decided that she would 
like to end her own life. She informs the audience in her prickly 
way that this isn’t out of desperation or grief. It’s because her 
story has played out, as she sees it. Only, shortly before she 
can carry out her plans, the quarry goes mysteriously silent. 

Curiosity piqued in spite of herself, Jean sticks around 
to see what’s happening. Then, also in spite of herself, she 


finds herself drawn back into the drama of life as it’s 
lived by the people of her community, including the 
mayor’s son (Chase Brewer) and his girlfriend (also 
played by Jess Hughes), who goes missing in the 
quarry one night during a birthday prank gone wrong. 
The narrative of the play is stretched taut along lines 
of opposing tensions: Jean’s needs vs. her 
family’s, silence vs. noise, community vs. 
solitude, rationality vs. the unexplained. The 
pull between life and death jerks Jean back 
and forth during the three weeks that the 
story takes place - and pretty violently for a 
woman who wants to stay still. Out of all of 
these oppositions, this play that takes place next to a rock 
quarry winds up being about the softening of a woman as she 
attempts, sometimes poorly, to re-engage with life. 

The play rides on the strengths of the actors in this cast, 
especially that of Catmull. While this performance is not as 
fluid as Catmull often shows herself to be, she brings to it 
the necessary bite without letting the character’s hidden 
tenderness get lost. The other three actors are also well-cast 
in their roles. In fact, auditioning actors should note that The

When I mention that I’m going to see a tap 
dance show, people do one of three things: 
tell me that they took tap as a kid, give me a 
blank “Oh,” or flex their wrists at their sides 
and do a Shirley Temple impersonation. But 
Tapestry Dance Company Artistic Director Acia 
Gray isn’t about presentational, Broadway-style 
tap; she’s an international name in rhythm 
tap, which is less about the dimples and more 
about the percussion. But even this jazzier 
branch of our all-American dance form allows 
for variety in its dancers: Some are more 
extroverted, like hip-hop dancers, while others 
are more introverted, like drummers. In Your 
Shoes, a two-act work on the theme of home¬ 
lessness, revealed a diverse group of danc¬ 
ers - half of them new to the company - with 
a common eagerness to explore rhythm tap’s 
capacity for complexity, subtlety, and risk. 

The first act, in particular, unveiled new 
depths. As characters who have become home¬ 
less for different reasons, second-year com¬ 
pany members Andrea Torres, Michael Love, 
and Jeremy Arnold, along with newcomers Yuka 
Kameda and B’Jon Carter, danced a series 
of solos, each choreographed (some partly 
improvised) by the dancer to electronic music 
by Imogen Heap. These dances were complex 
not just in their footwork but in their emotions - 
hopelessness, fury, frustration, bewilderment - 
and in how those emotions were evoked. Torres 
and Arnold each held their power low and 
close, allowing it to creep out in rolling crescen¬ 
dos and the occasional sweeping cross-stage 
move. Love was more extroverted, allowing his 
long limbs to run wild before halting them with 
powerful stamps. Kameda’s presiding quality 
was openness, which she exuded from her

face down to her calf muscles. Carter, taller 
than Love and just as lanky, seemed equal 
parts solid and molten. When his feet left the 
floor, spritelike, and switched places in the air, 
someone in the audience called, “Yeah.” When 
his feet scuttled across the floor, it sounded as 
though his body was melting into each tap. The 
cast also included company apprentices David 
Chia, Zeke Zimmerman, and Sydney Gallagher, 
as well as Gray herself, who, as a business¬ 
woman in a pencil skirt, marched around the 
group, cell phone to her ear. 

By the end of Act I, Gray’s character had not 
only noticed the homeless but joined them, 
signaled by her fall to the floor. But after inter¬ 
mission, the homeless characters had traded 
in their ragged clothes for new ones, and they 
danced new solos depicting their pre-homeless 
lives; Gray, behind them, put on layer after 
layer of their discards. (The costumes were 
smartly conceived by Pam Friday.) After the 
solos, each character handed Gray a small 
donation: a scarf, a water bottle, a doll, a hug. 
This foray into the didactic and the arbitrary 
place-switching left me with questions. Can’t 
it be assumed that we all know that homeless 
people are human? Where do we go from here? 

In the second act, the piece seemed to reel 
itself back from the edge it had hovered near, 
thrillingly, in the first. This was disappointing. 
Rhythm tap is an art form that knows parts 
of American history better than anyone, and 
it’s among the most diverse and accessible of 
the arts. We could sure use its help in finding 
new routes toward empathy, understanding, 
enlightenment. Tapestry’s dancers - including 
the formidable Gray herself - seem to be wait¬ 
ing at the ready. - Jonelle Seitz

DAY TRIPS BY GERALD E. MCLEOD 


Athens Scuba Park is one big exotic 
lagoon in the Piney Woods of East Texas. 
From the aerial photographs you can make 
out the shapes of airplanes, buses, and Clint 
Eastwood’s film crew’s triple-decker party 
barge on the bottom of the spring-fed lake. 

Of course, those cool obstacles weren’t 
at the bottom of the lake in 1987 when 
Calvin and Shannon Wilcher bought the 
place. Where others saw a dumping ground 
full of old refrigerators and furniture, Calvin 
saw a place to go scuba diving. 

The eight-acre reservoir is the former 
quarry for the Athens Brick Company. The 
company moved to Mineral Wells after the 
miners hit a spring that filled the pit. 

“We like to keep the divers off the bottom 



of the lake,” says Alex Wilcher, dive shop 
sales manager and the founders’ son. “You 
stir up that clay and it creates a big cloud.” 

Normally the visibility in the warm water 
is around 35 feet but exceeds 70 feet on 
some days. It can take an entire weekend 
to explore all 15 sunken objects. 

Over the years the Wilchers have added 
two jets, three cabin cruisers, and a cave to 
the underwater labyrinths. Many divers take 
advantage of the lakeside campground to 
add a night dive to their exploration.

Every area of the country has its favorite 
frozen treat. Philadelphians love water ice, 
and folks in New Orleans go for snowballs 
or Creole cream cheese ice cream. New 
Englanders swear by Ben & Jerry’s while ice 
cream fanatics in Ohio, Kentucky, Indiana, and 
Missouri crave the eclectic flavors of Jeni’s 
Splendid Ice Creams. Shops adding a dizzying 
array of “mix-ins” to scoops of small-batch ice 
cream started in the Boston area before Amy 
Simmons brought that concept to Austin more 
than 30 years ago. More recently, however, ice 
cream sandwiches have become all the rage. 
Now, a group of four young entrepreneurs 
have decided that laid-back, quirky Austin is 
just the right spot to bring that trend to life. 

Managing partners Matt Petersen and 
Matt Weldon, along with part¬ 
ners Nick and Allison Gaynor, 
wanted their brand name to 
evoke all the positive aspects of 
making and sharing ice cream, 
so they chose to focus on the 
phrase “moments of joy,” and 
Moojo was born. In early 2015, 

Weldon began developing the corporate cater¬ 
ing element of the new business before the 
brick-and-mortar outlet opened in the historic 
Varsity Building on the Drag in June with 
Petersen as managing partner. The space on 
the Drag is comfortable and airy with a play¬ 
ful vibe created by swing seats suspended 
from the ceiling, plank seats coming out of 
the wall, and banquette benches with tiny 
round tables facing box stools painted to look 


like ice cream cones. Community 
tables with tall stools fill out 
the room. A blackboard menu 
describes daily specials, and 
bright neon signs proclaim the 
creed - “Moments of Joy.” The 
mouthwatering aroma of cookies 
baking stimulates the appetite 
and draws customers inside. 

In order to create their menu 
of ice cream sandwiches, the 
Moojo team looked to work with 
small, family-owned purveyors ° 
that shared their ideas about | 
all-natural, quality ingredients. £ 

For the 12 varieties of all-butter «

cookie doughs, they’ve partnered £ 
with Lockhart Fine S 
Foods who prepare 
the doughs to Moojo’s specifica¬ 
tions and deliver them frozen in 
portions, to ensure consistency. 
Their ice cream of choice is 
McConnell’s Fine Ice Cream, a 
highly esteemed all-natural dairy 
and ice cream maker in Santa Barbara, Calif., 
that recently began distributing its product in 
the Austin market. Moojo sources their vegan 
option from Austin’s own NadaMoo! Rounding 
out the menu, the brownies, Belgian waffles, 
some toppings, and the vanilla ice cream 
used in the milkshakes are all made in-house. 

What emerges from the combination of the 
joyful mission statement and the stellar ingre¬ 
dients is a very appealing lineup of cookie 


varieties and ice cream flavors. The house 
offers suggestions, of course, such as sand¬ 
wiches like Strawberry Fields Forever - straw¬ 
berry ice cream between butter sugar cookies 
- or Chip off the Rock - Rocky Road cookies 
filled with mint chip ice cream - but guests 
are encouraged to mix and match to create 
their own favorite frozen treat. If you are not 
in the mood for a sandwich, how about a 
brownie or Belgian waffle crowned with ice 
cream and some toppings? They will fix you 
right up. Moojo is open daily ’til midnight, and 
Petersen reports that they are already devel¬ 
oping after-dinner and late-night crowds - cre¬ 
ating those moments of joy almost anytime.

There’s something wrong when a lighthearted 
piece about Bloody Marys causes my blood pres¬ 
sure to rise. As Twitter kerfuffles go, the hubbub 
over our latest AC Food Fight was barely a blip, 
but it still caused my body to clench. Almost 
immediately, I hunkered down. 

It’s not as if I don’t do my 
best to try to ignore negative 
comments. I know nothing good 
can come from engaging, and no 
amount of reasoning will keep 
someone calling for your head 
from not cutting the guillotine’s 
cord. Besides, most of the barbs 
are some variation on “hipster” 

- perhaps the most meaningless 
insult of our time. Telling me I 
have a mustache hardly even qualifies as a read. 

I know being bothered by such “slights” is 
frankly silly, but that awareness often doesn’t 
keep them from lingering in my head. There, circu¬ 


lar thoughts build fires in oil cans; the heat builds 
and builds. Even the most inane aggressions get 
internalized. Maybe I need to do something differ¬ 
ent, maybe I’m not as smart as I think? Why do so 
many people hate me? What have I done? 

That impulse is the caked 
residue of junior high and 
high school, where the names 
people called me carried con¬ 
siderably more menace than 
“hipster.” The clench my body 
mimics now was then simply 
self-protection from taunts 
of “faggot” and potshots, the 
hunkering down was an attempt 
to shield my naked body from 
locker room humiliation. All 
the subsequent years should have softened the 
blows, but I guess you never really get over it. 

Naturally, I would later choose a profession that 
would expose me to misanthropic instincts, and 


where pushback is not wholly undeserved. I do 
have some self-awareness. It’s no small irony that 
I partially make my living on saying mean things. 

I can try to draw a distinction - commenting on 
food or service without directly lobbing criticism 
at people - but I’m not sure there’s really a distinc¬ 
tion to be made. Words and phrases like “kitchen” 
and “front-of-house” may seek to depersonalize, 
but they do not describe machines. 

Still, we are talking about food here - something 
that is temporary even at its most vaulted. Even if 
I do know why I am a lightning rod, I don’t know 
what about food gets people so undone. That we 
even have the knowledge to argue about who 
makes the best Bloody Marys in town, from smart¬ 
phones no less, speaks of enormous privilege. It’s 
a privilege that anyone would even engage with 
what I have to say. And maybe that’s just the thing, 
what will convince the scared boy inside me to 
open up instead of close down. People may not get 
any nicer, but one day it will be OK not to care.

The restaurants of the JW Marriott

Generally speaking, hotel restaurants 
aren’t meant to be singular dining experi¬ 
ences. They are meant to fill a need in travel¬ 
ers’ lives as they move from Point A to Point 
B and beyond, fueling the body in the liminal 
space that is not-home. But a hotel smack- 
dab in the middle of a booming downtown of 
a city with an equally booming dining scene 
necessarily needs to bring something to the 
table besides oversized guest suites and 
pillowtop mattresses. And when that 1,000- 
room hotel sits atop the burial ground of Las 
Manitas, there had better be some incentive 
to attract diners beyond the captive audience 
of paying guests. 

Corner, the flagship of among three highly 
touted dining offerings at the JW Marriott, 
occupies prime real estate at the intersec¬ 
tion of Second and Congress and attempts 
to entice prospective diners via an outdoor 
bar occupied by (mostly) beautiful people 
sat in luxurious outdoor furniture, cocktails 
in hand. Those who are duly enticed enter 
via Congress Avenue and approach the host 
stand, which seems impossibly and inhos¬ 
pitably far away from the entrance, and are 
seated in one of three cavernous dining 
rooms, each with a different vibe. A bright 
and airy dining area is great for families and 
brunchers, while an adjacent room offers a 
slightly darker ambience with larger tables 
suited for birthday parties and girls’ nights. A 
much darker interior bar area offers a more 
casual vibe, complete with banquette booths 
for Goodfellas -style confabs. It was in one 


of the latter spots we occupied one recent 
Saturday night, a dead zone behind a large 
pillar that rendered us invisible but provided a 
vantage point of the kitchen, which we mined 
for entertainment during the long gaps in ser¬ 
vice, speculating as to whether the line cook 
engrossed in his smartphone was looking up 
recipes or retweeting invitations to transfer to 
another kitchen job. 

Because it was a later dinner and we were 
hungry, we went big with the starters, div¬ 
ing into the chips with three dips ($10). The 
ramekins of salsa, queso, and guacamole 
were serviceable, but they were served with 
a pile of shards in the place of tortilla chips, 
which hampered our enjoyment of the dips. 
The shishitos two ways ($9) - blistered in a 
king’s ransom of oil, breaded and fried - were 
fine, but a lime crema dipping sauce detract¬ 
ed and went largely untouched. Entrees were 
hit or miss. The short rib tacos ($14) had 
good flavor, but could have been richer and 
more tender. The accompanying chimichurri 
sauce was unmemorable and brought noth¬ 
ing to the table beyond a flash of green. 

The fish tacos ($16) were overwhelmed by 
an overdone sweet-salty-spicy breading. My 
companion ate one of three tacos and left 
the remainder untouched, a fact that went 
unremarked-upon by our server when he came 
to clear our plates. The Corner burger ($16) 
was fine, a reprise of the Burger Bar’s Big 
Mouth burger topped with candied jalapehos, 
bacon, and a pungent bleu cheese. Among 
the entrees at our table that night, only my 
grouper dish ($24) was truly excellent - a 
modest portion of brioche-and-pecan breaded 
and pan-fried fish sat atop a mound of velvety 
pureed potatoes and delicate haricots verts. 



Rather than explore the limited dessert 
menu, diners may want to devote those calo¬ 
ries to a deep dive into the beer, wine, and 
cocktail offerings. While Corner isn’t going to 
put any of this city’s more innovative cocktail 
programs out of business, the Dovetail (a play 
on a paloma, $12), and Corner margarita ($10) 
met our conservative boozing needs. But the 
sweet teeth among us went unsatisfied; the 
avocado cheesecake ($8), dressed with a prick¬ 
ly pear and raspberry coulis, was a resound¬ 
ing failure of imbalanced flavors (it’s possible 
to make a savory dessert out of surprising 
ingredients, but this wasn’t it). Meanwhile, the 
pumpkin cake ($5) displayed some significant 
problems with ratio. There was no structure to 
the cake, which had a sticky crumb indicative 
of too much fat in the batter. Back to the draw¬ 
ing board for the pastry team. 


A subsequent visit for brunch was similarly 
out of balance. Our starter of zucchini corn- 
bread ($8) was excellent, with an appropri¬ 
ately sweet and crispy top, a pleasantly fluffy 
texture, and a crunchy underside contributed 
by a generous oiling of the cast-iron skillet in 
which it was baked and served. My husband’s 
crab cake benedict ($17) offered a generous 
portion of crab unadulterated by cheap fillers, 
topped with smoky tomato sauce; the weirdly 
flattened?) English muffin on the bottom was 
the only questionable component. My crispy 
chicken sandwich ($15) was unappetizingly 
greasy, from the over-buttered bun to the sod¬ 
den breading (more of that Mighty Cone mate¬ 
rial) on the chicken breast; again, the barely 
touched entree went unnoticed by the service 
staff when the plates were cleared. We appre¬ 
ciated the dietician-curated children’s menu, 

^ which offered a wide variety of fruits and 
o vegetables to be ignored by the restaurant’s 
° younger diners (I did enjoy the roasted carrots 
< that came with my picky daughter’s whole 
| wheat penne, $8). 

> It’s possible to have a decent meal at 
S Corner, at a not-unreasonable price point, 
o As hotel restaurants go, it’s above average. 
But it’s also a simulacrum of a restaurant, 
despite its claim to “authentic Texas dining.” 
All the signifiers of a Texas-bred restaurant 
are there, from the denim-esque napkins 
to homey dishes like cornbread and tacos, 
but there’s something missing. The strange 
service ethos and oversized space offer 
no comfort, very little pleasure, and the 
whole experience feels transactional at its 
core. With so many excellent restaurants 
within walking distance - Swift’s Attic, La 
Condesa, Congress, and El Naranjo all leap 
to mind - not to mention the wealth of other 
innovative and non-corporate restaurants 
in Austin that offer a blend of pleasure and 
hospitality that engenders conviviality, it’s 
hard to justify the hassle and expense of a 
trip to Corner, especially if it requires more 
than an elevator ride down to the lobby.

whole wheat bun might be nice. That said, I ordered mine with 
a lettuce wrap in lieu of any bread and was perfectly satis¬ 
fied. The generous breast is topped with a slice of pepperjack 
cheese before griddling, then dressed with a tangy house 
sauce that makes for big flavor. 

A recent addition to the menu is the black bean burger 
($4.50). The homemade patty, which also includes quinoa and 
butternut squash, has good flavor, with just a little bit of a kick at 
the end. It suffered in the texture department, though, in that it 
was a bit mushy; a little bit of finesse on the flat-top to get some 
crunch on the outside could probably sort that problem out. 

While the beef burgers were the least interesting option 
among the sandwiches, the Big Mouth burger ($6.25) was 
a definite hit. The spicy and sweet flavors from the candied 
jalapehos and blistered shishito peppers married nicely with 
the salty umami of bacon and the double burger; it’s a shame 
there’s not an option to get it with just one patty. 


cute ideas, but Hopdoddy does the stunt shake far more cre¬ 
atively, while P. Terry’s handles the classics with aplomb. The 
offerings at Burger Bar are the shruggie emoji of milkshakes. 

The biggest head-scratcher about this burger counter is 
logistics. The party line is that it’s “food truck inspired,” but 
even most food trucks offer a little bit of lagniappe in the form 
of attention to detail. Are you meant to sit on one of the near¬ 
by city benches or stand at a cafe table next to the Corner 
patio while breathing exhaust fumes with each bite? The burg¬ 
ers are served in a paper box, the empty space filled with 
fries if you’ve ordered them; not exactly conducive to walking 
while eating, not to mention the conundrum of ketchup. If you 
want to take your order back to your office, you’ll have to carry 
that box back while precious heat escapes from your meal, 
rendering it lukewarm by the time you’re back at your desk. If 
you’re ordering for a group, the boxes get Jenga’ed into a large 
shopping bag which you hope traps in the heat, but really just

You’d think that any res¬ 
taurant that has a line a half- 
dozen people deep five min¬ 
utes after opening at 11am 
is doing something special. 

Maybe not Franklin Barbecue 
levels of special, but exciting 
enough to warrant an early line 
on a weekday. Burger Bar, the 
fast-casual concept at the JW 
Marriott, isn’t reinventing the 
burger, but it’ll do in a pinch. 

The burgers here are pretty standard, and ironically enough, 
the non-beef offerings are the stars of the show. The turkey 
burger ($4.50) was savory and moist, served with avocado 
and lemon ai'oli, on a nicely toasted bun that wasn’t drenched 
in oil. Unlike most burger places that offer one non-beef 
option, Burger Bar also offers a grilled chicken sandwich 
($4.25). While it’s ostensibly a healthy choice, the option of a 


The fries ($2.25) here are unremarkable unless you get 
them topped with a green chile queso, which livelies them up 
admirably. The sweet potato fries are standard, but I am a 
sucker for sweet potato fries, so unless they’re burnt or have 
been ruined with seasoned salt, I’m going to eat all of them 
without complaint. The same goes for the shakes ($3.75) - 
Oreo, strawberry shortcake, and peanut butter pretzel are 


means that Mike’s congealed cheese fries get stuck to the 
bottom of Ashley’s burger tray. 

Ultimately, go to Burger Bar if you are okay with a not-that- 
special burger or don’t have the time to invest in a trip to 
Hopdoddy or Casino el Camino. But it may be a viable option 
if you’ve got folks in your party who appreciate a variety of 
alternatives to beef. - M.H.

While the JW’s Corner restaurant bubbles 
with Downtown energy, its fine-dining Italian 
cousin might be better suited for the name. 
Largely forgotten in its wing off the lobby, 
Osteria Pronto’s beiges and grays reach for 
a certain type of tastefulness - the desha¬ 
bille slouch of an Armani suit - without 
seeming to think much about fit. There's 
something out of place about Pronto, a lack 
of something to latch onto. Even the best 
hotel dining in Austin never quite transcends 
the location, but there are parts of Pronto 
that feel particularly corporate, as if the sur¬ 
faces have been picked for easy cleanability 
rather than guest comfort (in fact the dining 
room is practically indistinguishable from its 
Indianapolis namesake). 

But never mind the practicality of buy¬ 
ing lighting fixtures in multiples, the menu 
is (mostly) different. And a fascinating look 
at how the JW Marriott folks view Austin. It 
drops some Indianapolis affectations, with no 
zuppe, insalate, or polio parmigiana to speak 
of - replacing that with vague descriptors like 
sausage. One can practically hear the meet¬ 
ing where it was decided that Austin is a little 
more casual. No doubt the word “weird” was 
spoken. But that examination of Austin's quirk 
didn’t really yield a picture of what Italian 
food should be in Austin. 

Mostly, Pronto sticks to the basics. The 
lasagna ($19) was advertised as being four 
layer, but I wasn’t entirely sure what those four 
layers were built on. A fork stab yielded plenty 
of ragu but scant noodles. Served with a side 
of slightly sweet marinara, the preparation felt 
like a meatloaf, but didn’t deliver any of that 
down-home comfort. Meat sauce was used 
to better effect in the conchigliette bolognese 
($18), but the presentation - a rounded pile of 
grub-like ridged shells - was unfortunate. 

But the less heavy (though definitely not 
light) pasta dishes were more successful. 
Tagliatelle ($18), served simply with clams in 
a white wine sauce, was as easy as a shrug 


- and a nice alternative to Austin’s mussel- 
mania. The buttery smoked chicken tortelloni 
($19) gets a spike of brightness from tomato 
chutney. The best pasta dish, Straw & Hay 
($17), coats bicolor noodles with an assert¬ 
ively garlicked cream sauce and oozing soft- 
boiled egg. It’s a classic preparation, save for 
the newfangled “put an egg on it” flourish, 
and it should be the largest picture on the 
restaurant’s dream board. 

The agility with classics extends to the “to 
share” starters (Indianapolis gets antipasti). 
Bruschetta ($11) is presented as a flight with 
easy tomato, eggplant, and pepper versions. 
The balsamic jelly helps balance the salt of the 
prosciutto di Parma chip in the burrata ($14), 
but Austin is rapidly approaching its burrata 
event horizon. What is listed as calamari ($14) 
is actually a full fritto misto with rock shrimp, 
artichoke, lemon, pepperoncini, and leeks in 
the fried mix - all in a thin, well-seasoned bat¬ 
ter. That those vegetables were fried is prob¬ 
ably for the best. The local lettuce salad ($8), 
was dressed properly (lightly, not drowned), 
but the droopy leaves could have used a little 
spackle to keep them presentable. 

The bruise of a salad showed an inability to 
match price point with quality. This became 
more egregious later in the meal. The sea 
bass ($34) was overcooked with an off-putting 
polenta, the scallops ($28) although brilliantly 
paired with fried sunchoke, were a bit tough. 
The hazelnut, chocolate crepe “cake” ($10), 
presented as a showstopper, seemed to be 
made of layered frozen pie dough. Just don’t 
call it a cake, or you will quickly be corrected. 

Which leads us to the most confound¬ 
ing part of Osteria Pronto. The service, the 
traditional strong point of hotel restaurants, 
was spotty, something that threw the food 
into sharp relief. The first visit’s A-team was 
warm and attentive, the host set us quickly 
without a reservation, the kitchen sent out 
dishes without any lags. But the second 
visit’s B-team quickly erased most of that, 
the tone set immediately by a front desk who 
seemed wholly disinterested in any aspect of 
her job. The waitstaff were more concerned 
with our experience, but seemed to lack any 
knowledge of where they worked. Unless the 
kitchen tightens up some of the offerings, 
maybe that’s for the best. - Brandon Watson

The Suzuki Method 

AFS REVISITS A MAVERICK OF JAPANESE CINEMA by josh Kupecki 



There is nothing quite like the experience of watching a 
Seijun Suzuki film. Whether it’s his striking visual style, the 
acerbic humor he injected into his films, or his sometimes 
chaotic editing style, he was one of the more distinctive 
directors to emerge from the Japanese New Wave. If you’re 
unfamiliar with his work, or only know him through the hand¬ 
ful of films Criterion has released, you are in for a serious 
treat. The Austin Film Society has programmed a nine-film 
retrospective of Suzuki’s best work. And if you’ve only ever 
seen his films on the small screen, prepare your senses for a 
feast of color, be-bop jazz punctuated by gunshots, and style 
to burn. 

Suzuki got his start in the late Fifties, working for one of 
Japan’s oldest movie studios, Nikkatsu. The studio was a 
veritable production line, sometimes releasing up to three 
films a week. With shoestring budgets and a turnaround time 
of less than a month from production to release, Suzuki aver¬ 
aged about three and a half films a year, mostly yakuza crime 
dramas and “angry youth” films. He came into his own with 
1963’s Youth of the Beast, an electrifying film starring chip¬ 
munk-cheeked Joe Shishido as a cop who goes undercover 
amid rival yakuza gangs to discover who killed a fellow officer. 
With wildly stylish colors and striking mise-en-scenes that 
wink at the artifice of filmmaking, Beast is film noir filtered 
through a hallucinatory lens and a devil-may-care attitude. 


This is Suzuki coming into his own, using his years of experi¬ 
ence and delivering a wildly entertaining, complex tale of mur¬ 
derous sadists that, more likely than not, mirrored Suzuki’s 
relationship with his bosses at Nikkatsu. 

With Beast and 1966’s Tokyo Drifter, Suzuki began to more 
ambitiously infuse his own style into the boiler-plate scripts 
he was given to shoot, much to the chagrin of Nikkatsu. He 
would constantly receive warnings from studio heads to rein 
in his style, despite his films gaining popularity with Japan’s 
youth. But it was 1967’s Branded to Kill that was the straw 
that broke the camel’s back. Working with a minuscule bud¬ 
get and forced to shoot in black and white (both studio pun¬ 
ishments, it seems), Suzuki crafted an avant-garde, absurdist 
masterpiece that pretty much broke every rule in the book. 
Eschewing proper film grammar, Branded to Kill has scenes 
in which a conversation takes place over multiple locations, 
has a character who is constantly followed by a rainstorm, 
and features a scene in which a butterfly landing on a sniper 
rifle botches an assassination (Jim Jarmusch would later give 
homage to that scene in Ghost Dog: The Way of the Samurai). 
It is Suzuki’s “fuck you” to the hackneyed scripts he was 
given, indicative of his frustration with the studio that had 
him under contract. After the release of Branded to Kill (which 
Nikkatsu studio president Hori Kyusaku hated), Suzuki was 
promptly fired. He ended up suing Nikkatsu for breach of

contract and personal damages, but that win also blacklisted 
him from filmmaking for 10 years. His return, 1977’s A Tale 
of Sorrow and Sadness, is a wicked satire that skewers fame, 
suburbia, and (of course) corporations. 

These days, Suzuki is enjoying a second life in front of the 
camera as a popular character actor in films and television, 
but this AFS retrospective is required viewing for any lover of 
hardboiled gangsters, femme fatales, and a filmic sensibil¬ 
ity that broke through the confines of an establishment that 
sought to contain him. No. 1 (killer) with a bullet. ■ 


THE KALEIDOSCOPE VR FILM FESTIVAL 


SCREEN SHOTS

“Cinematic virtual reality” isn’t something most of us have 
had the chance to become acquainted with yet, and that’s 
what the Kaleidoscope VR Film Festival hopes to change. 
Over the last few weeks this immersive event has toured 
through nine different cities, and the final installment of the 
series will be held in Austin on Oct. 14. 

Kaleidoscope is a virtual reality agency co-founded by 
Austin native Rene Pinnell, also a University of Texas gradu¬ 
ate, and Michael Breymann, the former technical director of 
visual effects company Industrial 
Light & Magic. This inaugural festi¬ 
val spotlights work from filmmakers 
all over the world who have applied 
their skills to a still-developing art 
form often just associated with 
gaming. 

The cost and complexity of VR 
film technology has so far kept it 
off-limits to all but the most privi¬ 
leged, plugged-in few. “That’s why 
we wanted to take it on the road,” 
says Pinnell, who started his career 
as a filmmaker. “We’re trying to 
make it less of a hurdle by physi¬ 
cally coming to people and setting it all up.” 

Kaleidoscope festival attendees will have the chance to 
check out more than a dozen audio-visual explorations using 
Oculus VR and Samsung equipment accompanied by demos 
and conversations with some of VR’s biggest champions. 

The program lineup is diverse in subject matter: It will 
include “Butts,” a bright and colorful animated piece, “The 


Nepal Quake Project,” which explores the aftermath of a 
natural disaster, and “Tana Pura,” which employs the music 
of Jonny Greenwood to abstractly explore what happens when 
life leaves the body. 

As Pinnell points out, the word “film” doesn’t really apply 
- he prefers the term “experience.” “We don’t know the con¬ 
ventions and language of this new medium, so we’re having 
to invent them.” 

Pinnell says that diversity and creativity are the key ele¬ 
ments of Kaleidoscope’s program. 
Big companies have more resourc¬ 
es and more people, he says, but 
independent artists operating with 
low budgets are more likely to solve 
problems by taking risks, and that’s 
the aspect of this movement he 
wants to help nurture. 

As for VR’s future, Pinnell pre¬ 
dicts that the next couple of years 
will be exciting but still “rough 
around the edges” when it comes 
to the overall quality and reach, 
but in 2018 this new form will hit 
its stride to become more broadly 
available and compelling. “VR is not just for games, it’s a 
legitimate art form that has the potential to become the 
dominant art form moving forward.” - Caitlin Moore

SHOULD YOU HAVE A FULL TANK OF GAS and a bit of wan- 

derlust, head west to the Marfa Film Festival, which runs Oct. 14-18. A 
carefully curated festival which showcases a number of experimental films 
you might not see otherwise, the MFF is typically a relaxed affair, with 
outdoor screenings and social events. Highlights include Belgian filmmaker 
Gust Van den Berghe’s Lucifer, shot in a circular Tondoscope format, and 
repertory screenings of the Texas classic Hud and the beloved Hal Ashby 
comedy Harold and Maude.

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Excessive Force 


Peace Officer documents the rise of police militarization

“As a law enforcement officer, my fundamental duty is to 
serve mankind; to safeguard lives and property; to protect 
the innocent against deception, the weak against oppres¬ 
sion or intimidation, and the peaceful against violence or 
disorder; and to respect the Constitutional rights of all men 
to liberty, equality, and justice.” 

Before he was the subject of the documentary Peace 
Officer, William “Dub” Lawrence was sheriff of bucolic Davis 
County, Utah, and he would make every new rookie and dep¬ 
uty recite that first paragraph of the Law Enforcement Code 
of Ethics. Yet instead of a commitment to the Constitution, 
now he sees the fog of war settling on America’s streets. In 
2008, his son-in-law Brian Wood was killed by police offi¬ 
cers after a 12-hour standoff on the driveway of his home. 
That could have broken a lesser person, for Lawrence had 
formed the very SWAT team that shot his kin, back when he 
was sheriff in 1975. Instead of folding, he turned his years 
of investigative experience into exploring how a domestic 
violence call-out became a siege that resulted in his relative 
being executed in front of his house. 

Yet there’s no rage in his voice when he talks about that 
horrible day. Instead, he talks with the measured calm of 
a former small-town cop, a guy who literally once ticketed 
himself for a parking violation. He said, “Initially, we were 
given some information that was erroneous.” For 22 hours, 
the official line, repeated ad nauseam by the local newspa¬ 
pers and all five local TV stations, was that Wood shot him¬ 
self in the chest. Then the chief of police revealed a SWAT 
officer shot him. Then the attorney general’s office claimed 
Wood shot first, and the sniper just returned fire. “First it 
was suicide, then it was suicide by cop,” said Lawrence. “I 
had to know the truth.” 

The fact that his former comrades, people he had known 
and worked with, were circulating three different stories, 
all of which made his son-in-law look like the aggressor, 
disturbed both Lawrence the family man and Lawrence the 
ex-cop. He said, “I looked at the evidence, and realized how 
much evidence the police had left behind. A lot of that evi¬ 
dence should have been incriminating, or should have told 


a different story.” He fought for years to get the records of 
the day - the incident reports, the extensive video footage, 
ballistics reports, even the autopsy - released. When he 
finally got them, the proof was there. He said, “We learned 
that it had indeed been a takedown operation, initiated by 
the SWAT team.” 

For Lawrence, it’s not just one death, even though it was 
so close to him. Policing has changed, siege tactics have 
become standard operating procedures, and the war on 
drugs has become a war on citizens. He said, “I don’t have 
any problems with having the ability to defend the people 
against any enemy, foreign or domestic. That’s part of our 
system. ... But to find some reason to use it on a routine 
basis changes the whole idea of law enforcement, [and] it’s 
not just Utah. It’s not just our state, or an area of our coun¬ 
try. It’s our entire country.” 

So how did the SWAT unit that 
he formed, which never took a life 
or lost an officer under his leader¬ 
ship, become an entity that escalated 
incidents, rather than resolve them 
through negotiations? And why were civilians accepting 
this? A former Marine as well as an ex-cop, Lawrence saw 
the “shoot first, ask questions never” attitude as part of 
the same slippery moral slope that gave legal cover to 
waterboarding, and that shift happened so imperceptibly 
slowly that no one noticed. Peace Officer co-director Scott 
Christopherson, an assistant professor in documentary film 
at Austin’s St. Edward’s University, explained, “The milita¬ 
rization of police isn’t really as much about equipment, but 
it’s as much a cultural issue for me. It’s about us versus 
them, and not being a part of the community.” 

As filming progressed, it became clear that Lawrence 
was not alone in this trauma. By October of last year, there 
had been 41 cases in that one state, and the number has 
risen since. Because he could empathize with those other 
families, and could help them find their own answers in 
their own cases, he became the film’s gateway to these 
other stories. As the survivors’ ranks grew, co-director Brad 


Barber said, “You get the sense of how disproportionately 
often this kind of thing happens.” 

Lawrence - “Dub” to his friends - seems like a man out of 
time, like a Norman Rockwell portrait of President Dwight 
D. Eisenhower. Barber called him “a very altruistic, idealis¬ 
tic person. He literally grew up in Mayberry, North Carolina, 
and will tell you that’s the model he based his police work 
on, the television characters from The Andy Griffith Show, 
and the friendly, calm way they interact with their commu¬ 
nities.” But looks are deceptive: Like President Eisenhower 
in his famous 1961 speech warning about the military- 
industrial complex, in Lawrence’s case, it’s the dangers of 
militarizing the police. Yet Christopherson admits that he 
wasn’t really aware of that bigger story until he and Barber 
started filming. He said, “Really, we were drawn to Dub as 
a character, and how fascinating he was.” 

There’s an easy, folksy authenticity to Lawrence, and 
even the story of how he met Christopherson has an all- 
American feel. The filmmaker was in a softball league with 
Lawrence’s son: The grandfather was babysitting on the 
bleachers while his boy was at bat, and the pair ended up 
chatting. Christopherson said, “He knew that I was a docu¬ 
mentary film professor and approached me after the game 
and said, ‘Hey, I’ve got this interesting story, and I want you 
to teach me how to edit.’” They went to Lawrence’s airplane 
hangar, where he was supposed to be building his own light 
aircraft. Instead, he had turned it into his own forensic lab, 
a five-year project collecting and dissecting every second 
of that terrible day. Even after the state had turned its back 
on the case, and redacted vital evidence, Lawrence kept 
investigating: No surprise, since he’d been the supervisor 
for a crime lab that worked with 16 municipalities. “It was 
like a crime scene analyst picking apart his own son-in- 
law’s death,” said Christopherson. He was already working 
with Barber on another project, and when they started talk¬ 
ing about Lawrence, it was clear that this was a story that 
needed to be told. 

Initially, it felt like a gift-wrapped documentary. Lawrence 
had already done a vast amount of research and collected 
every possible piece of information - at great personal emo¬ 
tional, time, and money investment. Barber said, “Dub’s 
passionate about analyzing a situation, he’s very meticu¬ 
lous, he spends every free moment, he stays up all night. 
He just really becomes obsessed with uncovering every 
stone that he can.” Barber’s theory was that approaching 
the death of his son-in-law as a crime scene served as a 
coping mechanism for Lawrence, the same way that a docu- 
mentarian uses the camera to filter their own experiences. 
“It makes sense that, with a traumatic experience like that, 
maybe immersing himself in the work would act as a self¬ 
protection device.” 

For Lawrence, what’s most dis¬ 
turbing is how quickly the legal 
infrastructure colludes to quash 
any hint of a formal investigation. 
He said, “It’s pretty common in 
these cases of police-involved shootings where the D.A. 
makes an arbitrary decision.” For Lawrence, that’s a betray¬ 
al of the Constitution he and his officers pledged to serve. 
He said, “If a county attorney can be the judge and the jury 
and pass sentence and decide that the execution was justi¬ 
fied, without presenting the evidence, or even collecting it, 
then it’s not even close to the definition of due process.” 

Can American policing ever return to Lawrence’s meta¬ 
phorically idyllic Mayberry? Lawrence thinks so, but like 
the investigator he is, argues it will take a logical, factual, 
nonpolarizing discussion to get there. He said, “This coun¬ 
try does not need to do some of the things we’re doing that 
degrade humanity, that destroy human life unnecessarily, 
that violate the very principles that made us a great country 
that we have the potential of being.” ■

Laying a foundation, then cracking it open

A documentary about the awful, ever- 
widening divide between intended peace offi¬ 
cers and a populace that has grown wary of 
police - if not downright terrorized by the very 
thought of them - could not be more timely. 
That Peace Officer cannot provide a complete 
picture of the myriad of problems that come 
with the increased militarization of police isn’t 
an indictment of the film. This trouble is 
too big for one film to contain. 

The makers of Peace Officer, Scott 
Christopherson (who teaches at St. 

Edward’s) and Brad Barber, are wise 
to winnow their focus to a series 
of tragic SWAT (Special Weapons 
and Tactics) operations in Utah, 
and they’re blessed, in a sense, 
to have found in William “Dub” 

Lawrence a deeply charismatic 
central figure. As a young sheriff 
in Davis County, Utah, Lawrence 
established and trained the first SWAT team 
in the state. Thirty years later, the same 
SWAT team he founded shot and killed his 
son-in-law, Brian Wood, who had barricaded 
himself in his truck with a gun pointed 
mostly at himself. News and police surveil¬ 
lance footage at the time show a chaotic, 
confusing standoff between an unhinged, 
distraught man with a weapon and a mas¬ 
sive police presence. In Lawrence’s opinion, 
the SWAT team catastrophically escalated 
a tense situation and made a series of bad 
calls. Unhappy with the police account of the 
shooting, the retired former sheriff person-

ally combs the crime scene and painstakingly 
examines the chain of events to get to the 
truth of his son-in-law’s death (which police 
initially claimed was a suicide). As other 
violent officer-related shootings occur around 
Davis County, Lawrence looks into those, too. 

Lawrence’s forensic examination of entry 
wounds and bullet casings is essential to his 
investigation, but it doesn’t always trans¬ 
late on-camera; we watch him at work 
without necessarily grasping how he 
gets to his conclusion, and at least 
one, seemingly damning determination 
of his - that an officer in a deadly 
drug raid was wounded by friendly 
fire, not by the weapon of the 
pot grower whose home had just 
been invaded - is introduced, but 
not responded to by law enforce¬ 
ment or the district attorney. (Did 
they refuse to comment? Was 
Lawrence’s conclusion wrong? It’s unclear.) 
But the film, which won both Audience and 
Jury awards at SXSW 2015, doesn’t get 
bogged down in the wonkish stuff. Its most 
lasting impression is a haunted, human one: 
of Lawrence in the long hallways of the air¬ 
plane hangar he converted, walls plastered 
with his obsessive work, this one-man CSI 
unit on a mission to expose the cracks in a 
foundation he himself laid. He’s an extraordi¬ 
nary subject.

If you see only one movie this year that 
climaxes with demon-possessed evangelical 
Christians being beaten into submission by 
metalheads wielding double-headed black 
dildos and flailing anal beads, well, obvi¬ 
ously, Deathgasm should be it. First-time 
director and avowed metal maniac Jason Lei 
Howden sprays his splatstick influences (Peter 
Jackson’s Bad Taste, Sam Raimi’s first two 
Evil Dead films, Shaun of the Dead) all over 
the place, but still manages to leave his own 
hyperactive signature on the genre. He pulls 
off the not inconsiderable feat of consistently 
making you feel genuine emotions for his char¬ 
acters, constantly coated in grue though they 
may be. This mini-masterpiece of crazed Kiwi 
filmmaking was initially the winner of a one-line 
pitch-and-synopsis contest created by execu¬ 
tive producer Ant Timpson (Drafthouse Films’ 
The ABCs of Death), and it’s a testament to the 
dedication and talent of Howden and his cast 
that Deathgasm lives up to its name and then 
some. Rarely does a film leave me laughing, 
gagging, and headbanging simultaneously.

live with his white-bread relations following 
a family fracas (deftly explained early on), 
Brodie’s a beat-down magnet, with his chief 
nemesis being his own cousin. While digging 
through the metal section at the local record 
store - Deathgasm has a very Eighties vibe to 
it - he makes friends with elder metal states¬ 
man Zakk (Blake), recruits two school chums 
(Berkley and Cresswell, both goofily wonderful 
in their roles), and together they form the titu¬ 
lar band. Through a gnarly but compacted bit 
of business involving a satanic hymnal and a 
reclusive metal legend, they end up invoking a 
hellacious demon that threatens not only the 
world but tests their friendships and loyalties 
as well. Chaos, you know, reigns. 

Howden scripted as well, and while 
Deathgasm is exactly what you’d expect from 
the title, it’s also considerably more than just 
shrieking demons and endless rivers of gore. 
Peppered with clever, self-referential one-liners 
that whip by almost too fast to catch them, 
Deathgasm is - like most metalheads/punks/ 
Morrissey fans - a helluva lot smarter than 
one might at first suspect. Imbued with a very 
Kiwi sense of humor found in Jackson’s early 
work, it’s the rare over-the-top horror show 
that’s also brimming with heart. Even if that 
heart is being ripped from somebody’s chest.

THE FINAL GIRLS

Meta is betta in the sneaky The Final Girls, 
a surprisingly touching movie-within-a-movie 
homage to the cheesy campsite horror film of 
the Eighties. You know the formula: A slew of 
horny teenagers in a wooded setting is men¬ 
aced by a machete-wielding madman who 
inventively slays them one by one until the 
final girl (the sole virgin, of course) ends the 
rampage. Aside from its rote cheap thrills, 
the genre’s sex-equals-death equation uncon¬ 
sciously spoke to a generation coming of age 
in the early years of the AIDS epidemic, extol¬ 
ling the virtue of keeping your pants on to 
keep your head attached. The Final Girls toys 
with this 10-little-lndians formula by magi¬ 
cally looping a quintet of present-day young 
adults into a fictional 1986 slasher film titled 
Camp Bloodbath, which (surprise!) features a 
quintet of horny Reagan-era camp counselors 
terrorized by a bloodthirsty maniac. Trapped 
in the Friday the 13th- ish film for its dura¬ 
tion, the new kids use their knowledge of the 
genre’s conventions to change the course 
of the narrative and survive by the time the 
credits roll, much to the bewilderment of the 
old kids stuck with the script. For one of the 
interlopers, Max (Farmiga), the unreal experi¬ 
ence is frighteningly real (or not?), given the 
actress playing one of the scream queens in 
the slasher film is her late mother (Akerman). 
What’s a final girl to do? 

The alternate cinematic universe depicted 
in The Final Girls doesn’t always hang togeth¬ 
er perfectly, but there are just enough smarts 
here to overlook any lapses in the post¬ 
modern logic in M.A. Fortin and Joshua John 
Miller’s clever, self-referential screenplay. 

This is Scream at a lower decibel. What’s 


most striking about this little movie is the 
way the mother-daughter relationship at its 
core resonates, complicating the otherwise 
straightforward slaughter of adolescents in 
the modified horror flick. Their roles reverse, 
as the real-life offspring counsels the par¬ 
ent (or more accurately, a fictional character 
played by the parent) about sex and other 
scary things in the grownup world. Both 
Farmiga and Akerman emotionally connect in 
the film, which culminates in an ultimate act 
of maternal sacrifice more moving than you 
might imagine. Finally! A slasher movie with 
both brains and heart, both intact.

HE NAMED ME MALALA 

D: Davis Guggenheim. (PG-13,87 min.) 

Inspirational figures hardly come more 
heroic and ready-made than Malala Yousafzai, 
the Pakistani teen who survived being shot 
in the head by the Taliban for espousing 
education for girls. The youngest person to 
ever receive the Nobel Peace Prize, Yousafzai 
is an international icon who now makes her 
home in England with her family. Sadly, this 
documentary by the director of the Oscar- 
winning An Inconvenient Truth, is as super¬ 
fluous as they come. He Named Me Malala 
repeats the well-known facts of Yousafzai’s 
history and offers little insight into the now 
18-year-old teenager that exists behind the 
icon. Uplift is the film’s only goal. 

Frustratingly, Guggenheim skirts numer¬ 
ous opportunities to dig more deeply into 
Yousafzai’s life. The documentary is most inter¬ 
esting when we see Yousafzai at home with 
her parents and brothers, rather then when 
she’s speaking to the dignitaries or traveling to 
other continents in support of girls’ education. 
At home we see her mooning over handsome 
cricket stars and practicing her hand at card 
tricks, while her two brothers steal the screen 
whenever the camera is loosed on them. What 
is it like to be an inspirational international 
figure at such a tender age? And what of her 
relationship with her father who named her 
Malala, itself a name taken from ancient lore? 
Devoted to his daughter and endlessly sup¬ 
portive, the fact remains that the daughter 
seems to be fulfilling some of her father’s 
dreams. Then there’s her mother, who seems 
more conservative than the rest of the family 
and has a harder time adjusting to life in exile. 
How does that female role model factor into 
her daughter’s life? 

The inclusion of more unguarded moments 
would make He Named Me Malala appear to 
be more of a documentary profile than a mar¬ 
keting tool. Certainly, marketing the insidious 
idea of equal education for girls throughout 
the world is an essential and worthy objec¬ 
tive, especially when an emblematic figure 
such as Yousafzai is at the ready. However, 
don’t come to this documentary expecting to 
learn more about the girl named Malala.

In Greek mythology, the Erinyes, or the 
Furies, were vengeful female deities that

Much 
like his bro Quentin Tarantino, Roth likes 
to rifle through the rose-colored catalog 
of Seventies and Eighties horror movies, 
plucking out favorites, and putting a modern 
spin on them, serving them up as a fresh 
entree for a contemporary audience. Earlier 
this month, it was his version of Cannibal 
Flolocaust (The Green Inferno ); now it’s his 
decidedly faithful remake of 1977’s Death 
Game hitting the theatres. Same as it ever 
was, unfortunately. 

This update has architect Evan (Reeves), 
devoted father and husband, left alone on 
Father’s Day weekend while his successful 
artist wife and their two perfect children 
head to the beach. He’s got to finish a 
project under deadline, but as soon as he 
throws on some Kiss and smokes a bowl, 
who comes knocking on the door? A couple 
of soaking wet girls, gone lost in search of a 
party. Evan, nice guy that he is, takes them 
in while they wait for an Uber driver, drying 
their clothes and making small talk. The pair, 
Genesis (Izzo) and Bel (de Armas), eventu¬ 
ally seduce Evan in a threesome, which then 
unleashes all kinds of problems. Evan wakes 
up the next day to find the girls making a 
mess of the house and refusing to leave. 
Tension and escalation ensue to an overde¬ 
termined ending. 

Roth wisely draws out the drama, and 
both Izzo and de Armas strike the right chord 
between sexy and psycho. Reeves, on the 
other hand, doesn’t quite fare so well. As 
things spiral out of control, his increasingly 


desperate manner is never that convincing. 
There’s a monologue he delivers late in the 
third act in which he likens the tryst the 
three shared as “free pizza” that will likely be 
a perennial favorite on YouTube. Knock Knock 
is a nasty bit of business, and fans of Roth 
are not likely to be disappointed. But for 
everyone else, the joke’s on them.

Ladrones is the sequel to the 2007 
Mexican film Ladron que Roba a Ladron, 
which was quite successful among Spanish¬ 
speaking moviegoers in the U.S. upon its 
release. The first film told the story of 
modern-day Robin Hoods, Alejandro Toledo 
(Televisa star Colunga) and Emilio Lopez 
(Miguel Varoni), who brought down an info¬ 
mercial mogul who was exploiting Latino 
immigrants. Afterward, Toledo turned to 
business, and Lopez (now called Sanchez) 
went to work for the FBI, but when a new 
injustice rears its head, the need for 
another caper becomes obvious. But since 
Sanchez is now a lawman, he recommends 
that Toledo pair up with Santiago Guzman 
(telenovela heartthrob Yafiez) for this next 
heist, and thus a new team of Robin Hoods 
(and a sequel) is born. 

The contentious Texas land disputes 
between the Mexican rancheros and the 
Anglo settlers, which have been ongoing 
since 1848, provide the historical backdrop 
of Ladrones. While gardening, a Mexican- 
American woman discovers the original land 
grant deeds her ancestor buried so many 
decades before. In short order, they are 
stolen from her home by agents of Miranda 
Kilroy (Lindsey), the descendant of the Anglo 
businessman who developed the area. Toledo 
and Guzman come up with an elaborate plan, 
which uses the unique skills of all the swin¬ 
dled landowners, to steal back the deeds. 

Much more a comedy than a heist film 
(think Ocean's 11 rather than Casino or Rififi), 
Ladrones moves at a pretty entertaining pace 
and maintains a good sense of humor about 
itself. Menendez directs and edits here, just 
as he did on Ladron que Roba a Ladron (the 
director’s extensive TV credits include several 
episodes of Robert Rodriguez’s From Dusk 
Till Dawn: The Series for the El Rey network). 
He manages a large assemblage of actors 
on this project yet keeps them in constant 
motion. He should have another hit on his 
hands with Ladrones.

erate lines around the block. That’s too bad, 
because the predatory lending schemes and 
the resulting toxic assets that nearly destroyed 
not only the American but the global economy 
have yet to be dismantled. The people may be 
mad as hell, but they’re still taking it. 

Director and co-writer Bahrani ( Man Push 
Cart, Goodbye Solo) wisely winnows down the 
story’s potentially epic scope to focus on two 
men. The first is Rick Carver (Shannon), an 
Orlando real estate broker who’s moved from 
selling homes to evicting behind-payment 
owners. Sleek, tall, and 100% in control of an 
otherwise out-of-control system, Carver, with 
the aid of the local sheriffs and backlogged 
courts, flips the properties for profit after his 
wrecking crew does a little creative disman¬ 
tling. He’s a Machiavellian sort with a minor, 
if telling, character arc that mostly places 
him in permanent Snidely Whiplash territory. 
Shannon is perfectly reptilian in the role. 

On the other side of the financial fence, 
where the grass is always deader, is Dennis 
Nash (Garfield), the laid-off construction worker 
who Carver first evicts from his ancestral 
homestead and then hires as the new boss 
of his illegal deconstruction crew. Nash, a 
sturdy, working-class-hero type, comes with 
the requisite mom (Dern) and young son 
(Lomax) and enough initial frustration with the 
whole systemic collapse to engender viewers’ 
sympathies. Forced to move his family into a 
grotty motel, Nash faces an unenviable choice: 
sink into despair or work for the very man he 
loathes most in the world. It’s no contest in the 
sink-or-swim awfulness of the Great Recession. 

I wish I could say 99 Homes delivers 
a shockingly good sucker punch to the 
American electorate and a stand-up-and-cheer 
piece of socially conscious filmmaking, but 
it’s not. It lacks the satisfactory denouement 
of, for instance, Michael Mann’s The Insider 
(and Garfield is no Russell Crowe), in part 
because the events it depicts are still hap¬ 
pening across the country (albeit to a lesser 
extent). But more than that, there’s a certain 
predictability inherent in the writing that tele¬ 
graphs far in advance how Carver and Nash’s 
otherwise unthinkable alliance will turn out. 
Like the jerry-rigged patchwork of faux fixes 
that got us into this mess in the first place, it 
feels like another case of too little, too late.

Ill-conceived from any number of angles, this 
Peter Pan origin story, scripted by Jason Fuchs 
(Ice Age: Continental Drift), plays topsy-turvy 
with J.M. Barrie’s beloved characters by show¬ 
ing us how an orphaned Peter (Miller) first 
arrives in Neverland, befriends a pre-captaining 
Hook (Hedlund, wandering in from a Saturday- 
matinee Western), and battles the despotic 
pirate Blackbeard (Jackman), who’s seeking 
eternal life through the dwindling resource 
of fairy pixie dust. Trotting out old favorites 
without tracing any of the original’s magic, the 
film roll-calls Tinker Bell, Smee, a premonitory 
tick-tock, and Tiger Lily, who’s played by the 
bizarrely miscast Rooney Mara; Even Disney, 
historically not exactly a progressive company, 
had the decency not to draw the Indian prin¬ 
cess as white. Just as tin-eared is the film’s 
decision to signify the deaths of her tribal war¬ 
riors in poofs of brightly colored powder. 

It’s not that there isn’t imagination at work 
here. In infrequent bursts, director Joe Wright 
(continuing his losing streak following 2012’s 
misbegotten Anna Karenina) cooks up some 
nifty inventions, all airborne, like the squalling 
Neverbird, a delirious trip to outer space, and 
hand-to-hand combat that takes place entirely 
on a trampoline. (The 3-D format also bene¬ 
fits some stomach-dropping aerial shots.) But 
kids aren’t going to have much patience with 
the film’s drawn-out mystery of Peter’s par¬ 
entage or the G-rated googly eyes Hook and 
Tiger Lily trade, while adults will bemoan the 
overlong, dullish action set-pieces and unfor¬ 
givable midfilm disappearance of Jackman’s 
Blackbeard, who at least is having some 
fun playing athletically evil - in conquistador 
getup, no less. Jackman - at 46, playing 
eternally youthful is still no stretch - gets his 
best moment early on, when he jumps three 
feet into standing splits on a rail. This guy’s a 
rock star, all right, which might be why Wright 
thought it was a good idea for Blackbeard to 
nonsensically lead his hundreds of enslaved 
pixie-dust miners in a cover of Nirvana’s 
“Smells Like Teen Spirit.” Together they chant 
“Here we are now/ entertain us!” - a not 
unreasonable audience demand, come to 
think of it - but in that respect, the film takes 
a long walk off a short plank. Bad form, Pan.

ROSENWALD 

D: Aviva Kempner. (NR, 100 min.) 

Despite its overlong running time and a 
tendency towards the dreaded “PBS Effect” 
(during which the viewer fears a fall fundrais¬ 
ing drive may break into the narrative at any 
moment), this documentary about a Chicago- 
based, Jewish philanthropist who spent his 
fortune building schools for impoverished 
southern blacks during the Jim Crow era 
(including one in Lockhart) is dependably fas¬ 
cinating. I say “dependably” because director 
Kempner has made a career out of uncov¬ 
ering semi-forgotten areas of 20th-century 
Jewish history and turning them into memora¬ 


bly witty and, natch, historical documentaries, 
chief among them the story of television’s 
very first (and unquestionably Semitic) sit¬ 
com, Yoo-Hoo, Mrs. Goldberg. Rosenwald 
doesn’t quite knock it out of the park with 
the epic showmanship of baseball doc The 
Life and Times of Hank Greenberg, but it nev¬ 
ertheless illuminates a little-remembered (or, 
in the case of this writer, outright unknown) 
figure of prominence in not just Jewish- 
American history, but the confluence of 
Jewish-American history and African-American 
history - namely, Julius Rosenwald. 

Kempner shines a much-needed light on 
Rosenwald, the son of German immigrants, 
who essentially shepherded the Sears & 
Roebuck Company into the 20th century, with 
a hand from Henry Goldman (of Goldman 
Sachs). After making his fortune, Rosenwald 
turned his attention to some major-scale 
philanthropy. After being introduced to Booker 
T. Washington and recalling the pogroms 
his ancestors had suffered in Europe, this 
innately progressive Northern businessman 
focused his attention and his tremendous 
wealth on the plight of the southern blacks. 
Between 1915 and 1932 he bankrolled the 
construction of some 5,300 schoolhouses, 
many of which were set ablaze by the Klan, 
rebuilt, set ablaze again, and rebuilt. 

That in itself makes for ideal documentary 
material, but Kempner surrounds the remark¬ 
able story of Rosenwald’s life with often mov¬ 
ing input from the likes of Maya Angelou and 
Ossie Davis as well as film and television 
clips (Clint Eastwood in Rawhidel) that serve 
to underscore the voice-over exposition. 

Rosenwald went on from constructing 
centers of education and uplift to building 
affordable housing for African-Americans 
in Chicago, becoming a patron for African- 
American art, and, eventually, saving some 
300 relatives from the Nazis. Rosenwald at 
times seems as though it’s trying too hard 
to make its subject a bona fide saint (there’s 
that PBS Effect again) but the fact remains 
that the schoolrooms that Rosenwald built 
- those that still remain standing - were 
declared National Treasures in 2011, a fact 
I would probably never have learned were it 
not for Kempner’s engrossing, if rather drawn- 
out, film.

When it comes to weird-ass, bat-shit crazy 
showstoppers, there’s prolific Japanese 
auteur Takashi Miike and very few others. 
Miike has made a career out of messing 
with audiences’ heads (The Happiness of the 
Katakuris, anyone?), thus creating a love him/ 
hate him divide. His plots tend to overflow 
with half-baked ideas and seemingly random 
chaos that eventually, surprisingly, coalesce 
into a beautifully bloody mess that somehow 
makes perfect sense. If you’re not familiar 


with Japan’s most lunatic filmmaker, Yakuza 
Apocalypse is a perfect introduction to Takashi 
Miike and the methods of his madness. 

Ichihara is fledgling Yakuza member 
Kageyama, a bottom-rung thug who neverthe¬ 
less outfits himself in snappy business attire 
and lives to die for his beloved boss Kamiura 
(Franky). A sensitive killer, Kageyama wears 
none of the traditional Yakuza tattoos that dec¬ 
orate the skins of his more mangy brethren. 
That all changes when another Yakuza gang 
arrives in town and kills Kamiura. But wait! The 
boss turns out to be a vampire, and before he 
perishes he bites Kageyama, turning him into 
a vamp, too. “Stay foolish,” the dying Kamiura 
advises his ambitious underling, and that’s 
just in the film’s first 10 minutes. Eventually, 
nearly the whole population goes vampiric, 
leading to - among a whole lot of other, ever 
more bizarre set-pieces - the arrival of a frog¬ 
headed demon, a duster-enshrouded stranger 
toting a tiny coffin on his back (Djangol), and 
a Godzilla-sized, bargain-basement version of 
Sanrio’s furry, amphibious Keroppi. 

Javanese kicker-of-asses Yayan Ruhian ( The 
Raid films) shows up as an anime-besotted 
maniac, and the rest of the cast go fittingly 
foolish right along with him. If there’s any 
complaint to be made, it’s that Miike paints 
himself into a gore-drenched corner by the 
time the film approaches its piece de resis¬ 
tance. Not that that’s a problem, though. 

The director’s wilder films unspool like the 
stream-of-consciousness imaginings of a hilari¬ 
ously deranged mind. There’s more to Yakuza 
Apocalypse than just oddball-brilliant spaghetti 
Western riffs and gangster eviscerations. 

It’s also a sneaky, snarky commentary on 
Japan’s seemingly infinite financial recession: 
Boss vampire is adored by his townspeople 
because he gives them hard cash to survive 
hard times. Never mind that he’s also got a 
group of locals locked away down in his base¬ 
ment, curiously knitting their days away - no, 
really, they’re fucking knitting ! - even as they’re 
being used as “feed” for the bloodsuckers 
upstairs. Yakuza Apocalypse is Miike at the top 
of his game, breaking cinematic rules at every 
chance while crafting seriously subversive cin¬ 
ema that defangs both the real-world Yakuza, 
the Japanese government, and, heaven help 
us, Sanrio, too. Knitting, I tell you! Knitting!

Too soon? By necessity, this crime drama about the 
notorious South Boston gang leader James “Whitey” 

Bulger begins in a hole it can never dig out of. It’s the 
portrait of a monster told in a flat line. Initially, Johnny 
Depp’s Whitey is hiding in plain sight - not exactly 
inconspicuous with his cadaverous makeup and icy blue 
contacts - but, when he turns informant, Black Mass 
soon evolves into a dual narrative, with Southie boy John 
Connolly (Edgerton) becoming Bulger’s handler. In theory 
there’s an arc there - the fall from grace of a once-repu- 
table lawman who becomes the protector of a psychopath 
- but Connolly’s depiction suffers from the same flatline- 
itis. If only the film could have sustained its momentum, 
or found a way into feeling not just showing Bulger’s dark 
depths. Sprawling yet incomplete, Black Mass might not 
be just too soon, but too much.

University 
professor Lu Yanshi (Chen) - having been sent off for “re¬ 
education” some years prior - manages to escape from 
prison and tries to return home to his wife Feng Wanyu

their teenage daughter Dan Dan (Zhang Huiwen), in a haze 
of party propaganda, informs on him. Lu is eventually exon¬ 
erated after the end of the Cultural Revolution, although 
yet worse awaits when he finally returns home. What would 
surely have been pure, grandiose schmaltz in lesser hands 
is instead achingly moving familial drama here. It’s rarely 
more brutally true than here: You can’t go home again, or 
at least not to the same home you left.

“secret screenings,” Eli Roth’s riff on the horror subgenre 
of tropical cannibal movies has finally arrived in theatres 
with less of a scream than a whimper. The Green Inferno’s 
problems lie with its hackneyed plot, which finds an annoy¬ 
ingly naive but nonetheless enthusiastic crew of privileged, 
white, activist college students (read: cannibal fodder) in 
Peru, attempting to save a fertile slice of the Amazonian rain 
forest. Following what feels like an extremely requisite plane 
crash, they end up captured and unsurprisingly slaughtered 
by a local tribe. Despite featuring some hellishly good cine¬ 
matography and squirm-inducing gore, the once unstoppable 
Roth seems to have entered into a career cul-de-sac with 
Green Inferno. Like its protagonists, the film’s mix of gutsy 
(pun intended) enthusiasm and scripted naivete feels just 
slightly off-key.

While Petit 
tells us more about his childhood and early acquisition 
of his high-wire skills than the doc does, these formative 
years back in France are easily the film’s dullest and most 
expendable sections. In the post-9/11 era, there’s inevi¬ 
tably something miraculous and life-affirming about resur¬ 
recting the World Trade Center towers.

ACL Fest’s First Weeknd 
Moves Mountains 


SMOTHERED 
& COVERED 


“I hope you’re having a good festival, with Mach nine orgies 
as far as the eye can see,” said Father John Misty from the 
ACL Fest main stage last Saturday afternoon. “All of society’s 
taboos have gone out the window for this pure Dionysian affair.” 

With that, the indie shaman - alternatively known as Josh 
Tillman - forced upon the blissful crowd his despairing piano 
ballad “Bored in the USA.” Eruptions 
of awkward laughter from the audi¬ 
ence punctuated his grim lyrics 
informing us that our looks will fade, 
our love will wilt, and our debt-ridden, 
overprescribed lives are an unfulfilled 
rip-off. We’d come to elude reality, 
and Misty instead brandished an exis¬ 
tential mirror, reflecting our flaws and 
vulnerabilities. 

Thanks, I needed that. The night 
before I’d taken EDM and watched 
MDMA DJs. Or was it the other 
way around? 

Dance music has gained equal 
footing with guitar-wielding acts at 
ACL. Time to connect with the millen- 
nials who fixate on giant LED screens 
and think of bass as a frequency, not 
an instrument. Yet, Flosstradamus 
was bunk, offering a disjointed set 
of trap remixes that resounded with 
party people plasticism - even in a 
chemically enhanced reality. 

A more rewarding experience 
had come deep inside a horde of 
youngsters witnessing British breth¬ 
ren Disclosure scrape the sky with 
“Moving Mountains.” As the twinkly 
track exploded into an almighty tech- 
noid outro and a geometric Everest 
engulfed the stage, any rocker could 
see dance music’s euphoric potential. 

The marketplace agrees: Disclosure’s 
sophomore album, Caracal, had just 
topped the UK charts that morning. 

For me, Father John Misty’s Kafka 
ponderings and Disclosure’s elec¬ 
tro mountaineering were definitive 
moments of ACL’s first weekend, yet 
in the big picture, the test’s ultimate 
moment arrived late Saturday night 
when Drake rapped “Energy” as fire¬ 
works exploded over Zilker’s postcard 

view of Downtown Austin. The Canadian rapper, who captured 
the gathering’s largest audience, had pulled out all the stops 
in his 30-song set: pyrotechnics, a Future guest spot, and 
a smooth-talkin’ R&B segment aiming to drop all panties in 
Travis County. 

“Where all the ladies at tonight?” he asked, then paused 
in a moment of self-reflection. “Man, that sounds like such a 
Drake thing to say!”

The self-proclaimed “6 God” demonstrated a singular 
performance prowess. For the bulk of the set, he was alone 
onstage, charging up hits with added drama while every word 
spoken was an affirmation of personal success. He’s a self- 
assured ladies’ man with an invisible gun and a dubious 
“started from the bottom” backstory. If you love that charac¬ 
ter, you’ll love the show. If not, prepare 
to be underwhelmed with redundancy. 
The only act billed higher than Drake 
on ACL’s poster was the Foo Fighters, 
who returned Friday night after headlin¬ 
ing in 2008. Frontman Dave Grohl, 
still confined to a rolling guitar throne 
after busting his leg in a summer stage 
plunge, led his Foos through an improb¬ 
able amount of hits during the two-hour 
engagement and called in local axe 
man Gary Clark Jr. for a solo on Sonic 
Highways single “What Did I Do?/ God 
as My Witness.” 

Even with a bum leg, the former 
Nirvana drummer once again proved 
a relentless rock & roller. Three hours 
after his band closed the fest with an 
excessive version of “Best of You,” 
he ambled into Arlyn Studios and 
inquired, “Why’s it so fuckin’ quiet in 
here?” The South Austin recording stu¬ 
dio was hosting a party for renowned 
rock photographer/unrenowned har¬ 
monica player Danny Clinch, who’d 
just jammed with Gary Clark Jr. in the 
studio’s cutting room. 

Amongst the roughly 50 attendees 
at the private party were porno king 
Ron Jeremy, who stayed busy signing 
breasts, actor Justin Long, and guitar¬ 
ist Nick Valensi of the Strokes, who 
were said to have spent two days last 
week recording there. Plenty of familiar 
faces to Austin music were also pres¬ 
ent, including ACLer Shakey Graves, 
superproducer Frenchie Smith, and 
Black Pistol Fire, who’d just complet¬ 
ed tracking a new album in the studio. 
Clinch threw together an ad-hoc quin¬ 
tet to close out the night: Grohl on 
bass, fellow Foos Taylor Hawkins and 
Rami Jaffee on drums and organ, 
respectively, Valensi on guitar, and 
himself on harp. The Stroking Foo-tographers laid down 
mostly free-form rock jams, in which Grohl contributed 
caveman basslines while Valensi handled the heavy lift¬ 
ing. Hawkins was a beast throughout. The highlight of their 
long, after-hours session: a potent version of the Rolling 
Stones’ “Miss You.” 



Back at fest, up-and-comers spent the sunny weekend proving 
themselves on big stages. Vintage soul singer Leon Bridges, 
a complete unknown just a year ago, certified his meteoric rise 
with a main-stage set verifying he’s the real deal - voice, songs, 
band, et al. While he received his local coronation at South 
by Southwest this spring, remember that Alt-J was SXSW’s 
foremost buzz band two years previously. The Leeds quartet 
drew a massive crowd on Sunday night and perfectly re-created 
their indie rock birdcalls with a light show almost impressive 
enough to conceal that they’re totally boring showmen. Country 
redeemer Sturgill Simpson, on the other hand, has beefed up 
his music to adapt to major bandstands with a sonic stampede 
that includes huge musical breaks and seamless segues. 

ACL 2015 also landed some loathsome duds. Singer/rapper 
Boots, notable for co-writing Beyonce hits and producing fel¬ 
low ACLers Run the Jewels, scared off a crowd at the Austin 
Ventures stage on Saturday with off-putting clatter. Conversely, 
G-Eazy amassed a large audience on Saturday he hardly 
deserved. The Oakland rapper - imagine a combination of 
Drake and Macklemore with GQ fashion consultation - demon¬ 
strated club rap for the intellectually paralyzed with his cheesy 
hooks like “Molly and that whiskey, that’s Monica Lewinsky!” 

Harkening back to ACL’s rootsy ancestry, Dwight Yoakam 
provided a small stage highlight on Sunday as he and his 
band of rhinestone cowboys offered a masterful set of show¬ 
time honky-tonk. 

“It’s really grown up,” observed Yoakam, whose twangy 
tenor rings as true as when he headlined ACL in 2003. “It’s 
not like it used to be at Aquafest or the early years of ACL 
Fest, but it’s good to be here.” 

Deciding which act to close out ACL with on Sunday night 
- the Weeknd or the Strokes - wasn’t simply a matter of 
choosing between two bad haircuts. It was about pop vs. rock 
and seeing an active chart-topper vs. a legacy act. I doubled 
down, hitting the first half of Weeknd, who stood doubly 
dynamic to ACL’s other Canadian headliner by fronting a live 
band, gripping the audience with youthful charisma, and float¬ 
ing his melancholy through beautiful vocals. 

On the other side of the park, the Strokes offered the per¬ 
fect goodbye, raving up a hostile “Take It or Leave It” before 
Julian Casablancas bid Austin a slacker adieu. 

“I hope you guys, uh, have wonderful lives.” ■

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This could be it right now. This 
could be all your success is. You’re 
at the ceiling. You could just be 
doing a bunch of private shows, a bunch of 
shit here and there. This could be it for you, 
and I could be successful. But, it’s like, 
‘What do you leant?’” 

Even in reflection, Tameca Jones isn’t 
capable of subtlety, everything surfacing 
simultaneously somatic and visceral. She 
speaks in emotional tones, often acting out 
her responses in a rocky stream 
of consciousness. It’s equally 
amusing and stirring to watch 
her micro-aggressive elations. 

These bursts became rule¬ 
breaking performances at the 
Continental Club Gallery and 
C-Boys Heart & Soul, where she 
bent and twisted covers, ranging 
from Nirvana to Aretha Franklin, 
into sonic pretzels. The crunchy 
jaggedness juxtaposed her infec¬ 
tious, honeyed voice. Where the 
unimaginative let the originals’ 
tone and tenor lead their itera¬ 
tions, Tameca Jones controlled 
each with an unwieldy, reckless 
abandon. 

“I think it’s always been there 
because I’m not really good at 
melodies, like staying true to 
melodies,” she says. “I noticed 
even as a youth I would change 
up the melodies and make it my 
own. I really got into it when I 
started doing jazz. When I first 
got into music, I was like, ‘You 
know what? I can do a cool R&B 
jazz thing.’ I started studying jazz 
songs, and tricking them out. 

“The first thing I did was [Ella 
Fitzgerald’s] ‘Summertime’ 
mashed up with [Led Zeppelin’s] 

‘Since I’ve Been Loving You.’ It 
was the coolest thing.” 

As the local songstress trucks 
forward into untested waters - as 
a solo act with original material 
- she’s admittedly insecure about 
breaking through the wall: “Everything is 
based on feel and instinct. It’s hard to write 
a good song, especially if you don’t know 
much about music theory and things.” 

Songwriting partner Casey McPherson of 
longtime Austin alternative rock outfit 
Alpha Rev sees this unmitigated transpar¬ 
ency as a positive. 

“Insecurity can be a great thing if you’re 
willing to be transparent about it,” he says. 
“She doesn’t think that she has all the 
answers, and it’s great. Because as music 
listeners, I don’t want to listen to someone 
that has all the answers, or thinks they do, 
because I know they’re full of shit. 

“I want to listen to someone that’s just 
telling me where they’re at right now. I 
want to identify with it.” 

8 MILLION STORIES 

For a relatively known, Austin-raised 
entity, there’s a recurrent cabbage-patch 
quality to Tameca Jones. Where has she 
been hiding? Never secretive, her history 


remains somewhat muddled and complex. 

“I sang [Mariah Carey’s] ‘Vision of Love’ 
at my school talent show, and that’s when I 
knew I could sing. I definitely liked the 
attention that I got. [Later], I went to a kara¬ 
oke contest and lost, but the person told me 
I should find a band - front a band. I was 
like, ‘Oh, really?’ That got me to [neo-soul 
band] 8 Million Stories. I answered [their 
ad] on Craigslist and we became a band.” 

Of that experience, she learned what she 


didn’t want to be as a musician: not in control. 

“I was kind of green in that band. All 
these guys knew everything. I was just a 
singer who wrote, singer-songwriter, what¬ 
ever. They would play their little instru¬ 
ments, and I would sing and write lyrics 
and melodies off of that, but 
it just got to a point where I 
felt suffocated. 

“Looking back on it, I prob¬ 
ably could have gotten a lot 
more done had I teamed up 
with somebody, but I was just 
afraid of having their style forced upon me,” 
she continues. “I just wanted to be my own 
thing. It taught me to be very protective of 
my music and my style. 

“After we broke up, I moved to San 
Francisco with my twins. That didn’t work. 
Then someone gave me the idea like, ‘You 
should do a jazz thing. You could play clubs 
and parties - stay on the scene - and make 
a little money while you write music.’ I was 
like, ‘Yeah, hell yeah. I’ll do that.’ 


“I spent months studying jazz, and trying 
to pick what songs I felt were good for me. 
[I thought,] ‘You’re going to be the next Kat 
Edmonson.’ Nope. Then that spilled over 
into the Continental Club Gallery.” 

Like many performers before her, none of 
this was supposed to happen. 

“I went to Baylor to be an entertainment 
attorney. I wasn’t even going to be a singer. 
Then, I got pregnant with twins. I had to 
drop out, and whatever.” 


The pressures of scholastic success, even 
before Baylor, were immense for the 
36-year-old singer. Additionally, she was 
diagnosed with narcolepsy while in high 
school, for which she was prescribed Ritalin. 
Overwhelming stress, anxiety, and an 
intrinsic need for accep¬ 
tance, surely familiar to 
many, led to a suicide 
attempt. Her rebound into 
success has been remark¬ 
able. She yearns for more, 
but understands the stakes. 

“One [driver is] desperation,” acknowl¬ 
edges Jones. “[Because of the narcolepsy,] 
it’s hard for me to maintain a balance of 
sleep, of being sleepy and awake and not 
being too hopped up on drugs to function.” 

Plus, there’s the worsening financial real¬ 
ities a vast majority of Austin musicians 
continue to deal with. Here, her friend and 
confidant Georgia Bramhall, daughter of 
Texan music great Doyle Bramhall and 
younger sibling to DB II, weighs in. 


“I know lots of [talented acts] that should 
have gotten further along than they did,” 
says the Austin-born Bramhall, a popular 
hair stylist at I Love You Pink. “Austin clubs 
don’t pay very much, and there are a million 
bands that will play for [so little]. People play 
for free practically, so it weeds out talent.” 

Even with visible anxiousness, Jones 
remains undeterred. 

“It’s funny that [having] kids actually 
makes [most] people want to stop being a 
musician,” she says. “Usually 
it’s like, ‘This is not going to be 
a profitable thing. I’m going to 
go have a desk job or whatever, 
because I got a kid right now.’ 
That actually propelled me to 
get into music. There’s no ‘plan 
B’ for me. It’s like ride or die. 
This is it.” 

HOT & BOTHERED 

Electrifying a sold-out Austin 
Music Awards in March both 
during the Viva la Diva segment 
(wherein she covered Blaze 
Foley’s “If I Could Only Fly”), 
and to close during a charged 
tribute to Small Faces/Faces 
keyboardist and late Austinite 
Ian McLagan (emulsifying “[I 
Know] I’m Losing You”), now 
serves as a primer for Tameca 
Jones’ appearance on Friday at 
ACL Fest. 

“There’s a little bit of anxiety 
because I’m not hiding behind 
any covers,” she admits. “I’m 
naked. These are my songs. But 
it’s also exciting because when I 
was doing those covers, it’s like 
wearing someone else’s clothes, 
wearing someone else’s skin. 
You get tired of putting on all 
that makeup. You want just to be 
naked and be like, ‘This is me.’” 

Armed with an excellent 
piece of original music - the 
breathy “Hot and Bothered” - 
Jones’ inner circle sees a forth¬ 
coming breakthrough as imminent. 

“She’s already proved herself an amazing 
performer and an amazing singer,” empha¬ 
sizes McPherson. “I think what people are 
about to see is that she’s not just an amaz¬ 
ing songwriter, but just an incredibly emo¬ 
tive one too. It’s not some kind of cookie- 
cutter thing. 

“She’s not trying to get rich and famous 
with her songs. She’s trying to be real. She’s 
trying to be who she is. That’s one of these 
most dangerous and the most difficult 
things for an artist to do.” 

For Tameca Jones’ part, she understands 
what teeters in the balance. 

“Right now I’m at the ceiling. I can either 
stay here at the ceiling, and bob my head 
and be chill. Or, I could break through. 
Either this year or next year, it’s going to be 
like ‘make or break’ for me. It’s a hard real¬ 
ity, but this is all I can do right now.” ■

Wagnerian horns peak 
and dip like a climate model colliding into a vacu¬ 
um of itself. The disquiet presence sits anomalous¬ 
ly against the rest of Mancunian duo Sean Booth 
and Rob Brown’s output. Elements scatter so that 
recognizable shards may motion back to a focal 
point, all before unfolding and dispersing. 

The pair’s catalog - spanning nearly three 
decades, 11 studio albums, and numerous EPs and 
side projects - feels like a descent into quicksand, 
an influx of deviating constants. Autechre diverges in 
and out of itself ubiquitously and like nothing else. 
Booth spoke by phone from his Chicago hotel room 
while the sun was setting on Lake Michigan and 
the Lower Colorado. - Conor Walker 

Austin Chronicle: Is this U.S. tour a way to 
work on new material or are you combing 
through your back catalog? 

Sean Booth: A little bit of both. We’ve got quite 
a portable setup. It allows us to write on the move, 
but also to improvise live. The line defining what’s 
written is a little gray now. When defining terms in 
a range of possibilities, it’s difficult with algorithmic 
material to know how much is pre-written. You can 
improvise more when you manipulate sequences 
with a reduced number of parameters. Even though 
a lot of it is predefined, how much we can vary is 
pretty vast. I don’t even know how much of our pro¬ 
cess is even writing. I’ve stopped thinking in those 
terms. I just work on patches and use them. 

AC; As you refine and reclassify your sound, does 
being pigeonholed into genre constructions such as 
IDM or glitch annoy you? 

SB: Originally, it was a bit irritating because we 
didn’t want our music attached to a name. 


Nowadays I expect the industry heuristics to 
describe music, otherwise how the fuck else will 
people learn about it? I don’t even know if I could 
describe our work to a third party if I wasn’t 
allowed to use these real basic terms. 

AC; What's the division of labor between the two 
of you? 

SB: We really don’t have one. I program a bit more 
than Rob, whereas he hacks and mods a little more. 
Other than that, there isn’t much difference. We col¬ 
laborate because we like the same things. It’s not 
that I work with Rob because he contributes some¬ 
thing specific or that I couldn’t do something that 
only he offers. I know him really well. He likes 
the same things I like and he’s a barometer 
for whether something is good or not. 

AC; And the projectile of your tastes have 
maintained throughout? 

SB: Definitely. If anything, they’re stronger. 
So many other things have come and gone. 

We’ve had a chance to review what’s behind 
us, and there’s been so many opportunities for us 
to affirm we’re on the same page. It’s useful having 
another person around to bounce ideas off of. 

We work a little like a company. I was quite 
impressed as a kid when I saw Public Image Ltd. 
They were saying more than they realized at the 
time. They left a big impression on me. They were 
literally running a company that produced music. 
And they weren’t pretending to be anything else. 
There are all these businesses making music, com¬ 
peting with other businesses. I have no problem 
with it. This idea that if you’re interested in working 
as a business makes you less soulful - ultimately 
then, everyone is. We’re just not in denial.

Nashville’s All Them Witches dig 
deep on their New West debut Dying Surfer Meets 
His Maker, treating blues, Americana, and soul as 
if it’s all heavy psych.

Sidewinder, Sunday 11 

Alcest practically invented metalgaze, throwing 
doomy black metal and gauzy dream pop into a 
blender for critically-acclaimed lessons in mind- 
fuckery. Last year’s fourth LR Shelter, evolved the 
French studio duo/live quartet into pure shoegaze. 
As a member of Marriages and Red Sparowes, gui¬ 
tarist Emma Ruth Rundle is no stranger to cosmic 
introspection. Her solo slab Some Heavy Ocean 
boils it down to its essence as opener.
